, ALBANY, Jan. 28.—If Gov. Odell’s tax 
bills do not pass and the direct tax is not 
abolished New York City will have to pay 
more than 65 per cent. of the entire State 
tax. 

Thé State Board of Equalization, following 
the precedent established for the past 15 
years, will increase the valuation of real 
and personal property in New York City 
by at least $150,000,000. The figures re-

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TO GET OIL UNDER THE SEA. 


Company Forming to Sink Wells in the 
Gulf of Mexico, Forty-five Miles 
from Galveston. 

Special to The New Yor’! Times, 
AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 28.—The oil excite- 
ment is increasing throughout Texas. It 
is conservatively estimated by those who 
have been keeping in close touch with the 
movement that fully five millions of acres 
of prospective oil lands have been leased 
in different parts of the State since the 
great gusher near Beaumont was discover- 
ed some days ago. The demand for well- 
drilling rigs is unprecedented. Scores of 


these outfits are being shipped into the 
State from Pennsylvania and Indiana. 
There has been a big jump in land v\lues 
in the numerous prospective oil distric'ts. 
Thomas Harpley, a wealthy rice grower 


; of Louisiana, was here to-day on business 


in connection with 
company’ which proposes to 
wells in the Gulf of Mexico, 
five miles from Galveston. The proposed 
site of these wells is known to mariners 
as ‘ Ot! Pool,”’ from the fact that the sur- 
face of the Gulf at that point is covered 
with oil. This oil pool covers several hun- 
dred acres of water, and is a favorite har- 
bor of refuge for coast craft in time of 
storm. It is the accepted theory that the 
oil comes from the bed of the Gulf, and 
the company now being organized proposes 
to put down wells on the spot if any 
anchorage can be secured for the well-drill- 
ing machinery. 

The company will have a capital stock 
of $500,000. A number of Cleveland capi- 
talists are associated with Mr. Harpley in 
the enterprise.

PRESIDENT CASTRO 


Eastern District Wholly in Control 
of Gen. Rolando. 


ANDRADE MAY BE PRESIDENT 


Yacht Atalanta Purchased for Use in 
Aiding Castro’s Flight—Actual 
Situation in the Republic. 


It is a revolution, in fact, instead of an 
asphalt war that exists in Venezuela. There 
is also good ground for belief that the 
Washington authorities are well aware of 
the fact that the disturbances there have 
‘for their ultimate purpose the driving of 
President Castro from power. 

It is generally understood among those 
familiar with Venezuelan affairs here that 
the purchase of the Gould yacht Atalanta 
by President Castro was not so much for 
a tighting machine as to provide himself 
with a means of escape when he finds he 
can no longer retain his position as the 
Chief Executive or Dictator of Venezuela. 
It will not be a surprise to those acquaint- 
ed with the details of the revolution to 
learn at an early day that the Atalanta or 
“ Restaurader,” as she is now called, is 
reported at Curacao or Trinidad, the usual 
resorts of Presidential refugees from our 
sister republic. Gen. Castro is said to have 
secured a handsome competency in the 
usual way, and with a speedy ex-yacht 
can make himself comfortable for a little 
while at least. 

It is believed in many quarters that Gen. 
Ignacio Andrade, who was driven from the 
Presidential chair of Venezuela, and who 
is now at San Juan, Porto Rico, living 
upon his own plantations, is the coming 
man, and will be reinstated in the Cassa 
Amarello (the White House of Venezuela) 
within a few weeks.

ot Corobobo is being marshaled into line by 
prominent leaders who are bitterly op- 
posed to Castro. To the southward small- 
er bands are heing assembled, and all are 
pushing toward the objective point of 
Caracas. 

“ Third—Who is to be the choice as the 
successor to Castro remains unknown and 
undecided up to the present time, and will 
be a question until the leaders have 
massed their forces and come tnto closer 
quarters, and. can hold their definite con- 
ference nearer the capital. From present 
indications and information Gen. I[gnacio 
Andrade is the man to be selected. Gen. 
Andrade recently published a pamphiet, 
‘La Cuestion Autonomica’ which has 
been widely distributed among his people 
and has created a profound oy ge yg It 
has been a pronounced factor in the pres- 
ent movement for the overthrow of Gen, 
Cipriano Castro, whom Andrade pronounces 
a dictator and usurper. 

‘* Fourth—It may be said that the mass- 
ing of our men-of-war on the Venezuelan 
coast has nothing to do with the ‘asphalt 
wur,’ but is rather a precautionary meas- 
ure in view of the present unsettled and 
revolutionary condition of affairs in that 
country. There can be no question that 
Mr. Loomis, our Minister at Caracas, is 
aware of Gen. Rolando’s movements and 
that the State Department, through him, 
knows of them also. American life and 
property are absolutely safe in Venezuela, 
whether it be in piping times of peace or 
in the hurly-burly of a revolution, and a 
gunboat in Venezuelan waters to protect 
Americans is about as useless as a penny 
dip would be to illuminate the Capitol 
dome at Washington.” 


BRITAIN’S OFFENDED “SUBJECTS.” 

‘* Referring to the news cables dated Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, on the 26th and 27th 
inst., it would seem that the correspond- 
ent at that place has been misinformed 
as to the ownership of the Island of Pato,” 
says a New York man thoroughly informed 
as to that country. ‘It is the property of 


Venezuela, a fact that has never 
questioned by the British Government. As 
to the British subjects seized and earried 
to Guivia, it is safe to say that they were 
the ordinary West Indian negro, who is 
‘in’ for adventure and dollars always, 
and doubtless if he was found among the 
Venezuelan revolutionists Was there of his 
own free will and accord. This class of 
British subjects in that locality change 
their allegiance at their own sweet will, 
and only cry out for the protection of the 
crown servants when they have gotten into 
some difficulty from which they are unable 
to extricate themselves unaided. Hundreds 
have served in the Venezuelan Army. and 
Nuvy, but up to this time no complications 
have arisen from such service between the 
two nations, and it is very doubtful if any 
will in the case reported—if the report be 
true. [f it be true, the British sloop Maria 
Teresa was burned at Guivia last week, as 
reported, it was because her master and 
owner had Knowingly violated the law of 
nations in carrying on contraband trade in 
munitions of war during the time of a re- 
bellion, 

* Port of Spain is to Venezuela in times 
of revolution what Nassau, Bermuda, and 
other ,British ports were to the United 
States during the war of the rebellion, and 
our naval vessels did not hesitate to sink, 
burn, and destroy vessels of all classes 
flying the British flag, or capture and im- 
prison British subjects. Yet no serious com- 
plications arose from this legal proceedure 
on the part of our authorities. Port of 
Spain would go into bankruptcy in twelve 
months if smuggling by her merchants was 
absolutely prevented. She is a people of 
smugglers, born smuggling. Ive by smug- 

ling, and will die smuggling. The Isle de 

2ato incident does not startle the oo 
of Trinidad, and it is a question If the 
event will ever reach the shores of Eng- 
land in an official report. There is a goodly 
stock of arms, ammunition, and accoutre- 
ments of war in Trinidad to-day for ship- 
ment to Venezuela. They go over to the 
main land largely under the British flag, 
and if captured the shippers will charge 
it to the fortunes or misfortunes of war. 
That will end the matter so far as interna- 
tional complications are concerned. Those 
who think that the Venezuelans do pot un- 
aws, 
will find themsélves much mistaken in the 
character and intelligence of their people. 
It is very rarely they make any mistakes 
in these matters. The British merchant is 
a friend of both sides, whether it be the 
party in power or the revolutionist, for he 
does not know how soon the ‘ins’ may be 
‘outs,’ or vice versa.” 


THE ISLAND OF PATO. 

The Island of Pato (Goose Island) is a 
smail, rocky islet in the Gulf of Paria, 
lying about two and a half miles a little 
westerly of south of the extreme eastern 
end of the Republic of Venezuela, in the 
territorial boundary of the State of Ber- 
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seventeen miles 
ot Port of Spain, ‘Trinidad, and 
thirty miles from Guiria, which is the 
customs port of the district. There is no 
town, and but few inhabitants, on the isl- 
und. It is not only Venezuelan territory, 
but its ownership has never been 
tioned by Great Britain. All of the small 
islands lying to the eastward of the Boca 
Grande (Dragon's Mouth) belong to Eng- 
jand. Vess¢cls bound to Guirla, Yagaraparo, 
Guayraquien, (the port of La_ Felicedad 
Company,) Cano Colorado, (in the district 
in which the New York and Bermudez 
Asphalt Company is situated,) and Guan- 
oco, the seat of the asphalt war, take their

SOME REVOLUTIONARY LEADERS. 


Guiria is the most important place in 


Venezuela on the shores of the Gulf of 
Paria, and here is situated the Custom 
House of the district, originally known as 
the “ Departimento del Marina,”’ in the old 
State of Cumana. It is a town of some 
5,000 inhabitants, among whom are some 
of the best fighting men of the republic, 
notably the Du Charme brothers, who are 
‘famous in the war history of the country 


und who now are among the leaders of the | 


revolution against Gen. Cipriano 
Castro. These brothers have served terms 
in the army, in the legiglative halls of 
their native State, as weil§as being mem- 
bers of the National Congress, and also as 
Collectors of Customs and various civil 
offices in their native town. They 
men of wealth, much intelligence, and are 
universally beloved by their countrymen, 
They have been residing in exile at Trini- 
dad since Castro came into power. 

Guiria was occupied by the revolutionists 
on the 2d of this month by forces under 
Gen. Nicholas Rolandv, ex-President of 
the State of Bermudez and ex-Minister of 
Agriculture under President [gnacio An- 
drade. Gen. Rolando was in this city not 
long ago, in conference with Gen. Andrade, 
and left here for Colombia, where he re- 
mained for some time; thence to St. Thom- 
as, and is next heard from at Barbados, 
then at Trinidad. On his arrival at the 
latter place active steps were taken to 
begin the work of ousting Castro, and 
under his direction the minor Generals were 
given their instructions, 

Carupano, the principal eastern 
Venezuela, on the Caribbean Sea, was 
cupied by the revolutionists on the 27th of 
December last. This place is situated in 
latitude 10 degrees, 40 minutes, 42 seconds 
north, longitude 63% degrees, 15. seconds 
west, ond is a town of about 9,000 inhabit- 
ants, a majority of the leading men being 
of Corsican extra@tion». [It is 110 miles to 
the westward of Port of Spain and 210 
miles from La Guayra, the port of Carac- 
It has no fortifications at the present 
time, and is an open roadstead, tucing due 
north. In olden times a Spanish two-gun 
battery was planted on a cliff that over- 
looks the town and sea, which juts out into 
The town has a surface rail- 
running through the principal street, 
which ts about one mile in length. <A tele- 
graph line connects it with ul! parts of the 
country. A telephone line is operated be- 
tween the near-by villages. The Duteh 
steamers between New York and 
Amsterdam calls twice monthly each way. 
The French and English West India lines 
also make regular calls, as well as a Ven- 
ezuelan coasting steamer, which touches 
there on her trips between Port of Spain 
and La Guayra. The harbor was surveyed 
in 1897 by a well-known resident of this 
elty, and the chart of Carupano harbor was 
published by the United States Hydro- 
graphie Office in 1898.

Treasury Department Decides Case |! 


Taxes on Them.

BOSTON, Jan. 28.—A legacy to a part- 
nership is considered a legacy to each 
partner comprising the firm. The firm is 
not to be treated as an entity, according 
to the decision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in the case of C. H. Dunton & Co. of 
this city. In his will Larken Dunton be- 
queathed to this firm, of which his son 
Cc. H. Dunton, was an equal partner with 
W. J. Gardner, notes amounting to $18,000 
and the question arose as to how the leg- 
acy should be collected. On the face of 
the bequest it was taxable under the leg- 
acy tax law because it exceeded $10,000 
Collector Gill wrote to the department for 
instructions, and has been notified that it 
is a legacy to C. H. Dunton and W. J. 


Gardner. The letter from Washington 
says, in further explanation: 

‘* 4 partnership is not as a general rule 
considered as a body, distinct from the 
members composing it, although there 
have been decisions to the effect that a 
partnership or joint stock company is a 
distinet entity in the eye of the law, the 
same as a corporation. In the matter of 
the legacy to the firm in question, [ am of 
the opinion that the firm should not be 
treated as an entity, and that no tax ac- 
crues unless by the terms of the will these 
legatees are to receive, in addition, certain 
other amounts which would bring the ag- 
gregate amount of their respective interest 
to a sum exceeding $10,000."

BLACKWELL’S ISLAND BRIDGE. 
Secretary Root Has Approved the Plans, 
Long Island City Committee Says. 
A committee of residents of Long Island 
City interested in the construction of the 
proposed Blackwell's Island Bridge claimed 
last evening to have received word. from 
Washington that the plans for the struc- 
had been approved .by Secretary of 
War Root.

VICTORIA’S REIGN DENOUNCED. 


United Irish-American Societies Call It 
One of Bloodshed, Cruelty, 
and Cant. 
The United Irish-American Societies of 
New York, at a meeting held on Sunday, 
adopted the following: 


The United Irish-American Societies of New 
York, in regular meeting assembled, deem it to 
be their duty to peint out at this time the con- 
dition of Ireland after sixty-four years of what 
Hnglishmen are pleased to eall “* the beneficent 
reign of Victoria.’’ 

The population of Llreland, a land flowing with 
milk and honey, and capable, according to the 
best authorities, of supporting more than 2v,- 
000,000 people in ease and comfort, has been 
reduced from more than 8,500,000 to less than 
4,500,000 people; the actual number of Irish 
people who lave died of starvation in the midst 
of plenty during her reign is more than 1,250,000, 
according to Mulhall, the eminent statistician; 
more than 4,000,000 of her people, according to 
the same authority, have been compelled to 
emigrate from Ireland to foreign countries; the 
manufacturing industries of the country have 
been steadily discouraged, and as far as possi- 
ble stamped out. The grip of landlordism has 
been tightened upon the land, and cattle and 
sheep are grazing upon a thousand hills that 
were formerly covered with the homesteads cf 
a happy people; the Habeas Corpus act has 
been summarily and arbitrarily suspended times 
without number, and peaceable and law-abiding 
Irishmen have been thrown into jail without 
even being charged with any crime. The right 
of the people, even under English law, to as- 
semble for the peaceful consideration of griev- 
ances has been wantonly denied, and such meet- 
ings have, time and.again, been proclaimed, and 
the ordinary government of the country replaced 
by coercion acts. 

In a word, everything which could be done to 
impoverish and depopulate the country, to root 
out the people from. their native soil and drive 
them to seek other homes in alien lands, to 
break their spirit and make of them slaves and 
outcasts, has been done under Victoria's reign, 
and with her full connivance and consent. 

With these facts in mind, and without referring 
to the cruelty and barbarity which marked her 
rule in India, to the forty-odd wars which, dur- 
ing her reign, have been aged by England 
against weak and defenseless peoples; to the 
nameless horrors Which have characterized the 
methods employed by the English in warring 
with the Sepoys and the Soudanese; to the present 
unjustifiable and indefensible attempt to stamp 
out the independence and steal the goldfields 
of the people of South Africa.

Irish in particular than in the reign of any 
other English monarch.

San Malato went to the Riviera recently, 
whereupon Damotte accused him of running 
away. This was too much for the Sicilian, 
and he returned to Paris forthwith and ar- 
ranged the preliminaries of the duel. He 
fought a duel some years ago in Tunis 
with an amatéur, which resulted in a 
pinked arm for the professional. San Malato 
then declared that he had purposely al- 
lowed his rival to wound him, and was ap- 
parently believed by his pupils.

The first part is taken chiefly from Senate 
Document 66, being the account indorsed by 
Admiral Dewey of the two naval ofticers 
who traveled into the interior while the 
Filipino Government was in force. The 
second part gives a number of opinions 
with regard te the capacity of the Filipinos 
for self-government.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S CUT-RATE. 


Makes Lowest Fare on Record for Col- 
onists from Points West of 
the Missouri. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—President 
Charles M. Hays: of the Southern Pacific 
made his first great official move when he 
ordered the rates for from the 
Kast to California slashed to a minimum of 
$25 from all points west of the Missouri 
River. Fresident Hays says: ‘‘If the up- 
building of California can be accomplished 
in this manner I will bring people here.’ 

The new rates are record-breakers in the 
history of the Southern Pacific. The colo- 
nist rate from Chicago is fixed at 80; 
from St. Louis, Memphis, New Orleans, 
$27.50; from Omaha, Kansas City, Min- 
eola, and Houston, $25. The rates will 
apply to a series of excursions, and the 
tickets for these excursions will be sold at 
the points named every Tuesday morning, 
beginning Feb. 12, and including April 3v. 
The rates from all points west of the Mis- 
souri River previously have been about $50 

The trains will start from each of the 
points mentioned on Tuesday of each week, 
and the experiment will extend over a pe- 
riod of two months and a half.

The Rock Pile for Idle Blacks of Ohio 
River Towns. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Jan. 28.—Cities and 
towns a!cng the Ohio River have begun a 
crusade against the negroes. The entire 
troubie dates back to the lynchings of the 
negroes Rockport and Booneville for 
the murder of the white barber Simmons 

at Rockport last month. 

The Board of Safety of this city has or- 
dered the police to arrest all strange negroes 
and bring them before the City Police 
Judge. If they cannot give any reason 
for being here they will be sentenced to 
the rock pile. 

It is estimated there are 2,000 colored 
men in this city who absolutely refuse to 
work. They spend their time in the sa- 
loons and dives of the city, and live the 
best way they can. On election day they 
are in the market for the highest bidder. 
Other towns in Indiana along the river are 
taking steps to drive the worst element of 
negroes away. In some towns‘no negro is 
permitted to remain. 

Vigilance committees have been appointed 
at Grandview, Enterprise, Tell City, and 
Leavenworth. Since the recent trouble at 
Newburg many of the colored people have 
left that town.

Result, Five Men Are Killed and Two 
Freight Trains Are Wrecked on 
the Baltimore and Ohio. 

PARKERSBURG, West Va., Jan. 
Five persons dea@ and one severely injured, 
two engines and ten loaded cars wrecked, is 
the result of the mistake a train crew 
this afternoon between Petroleum and Vol- 
cano Junction, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. 

it was the old story of the engineer being 
asleep at his post and mistaking the first 
section of a passing train for tne second. 
Thinking both hud passed, he pulled his 
train into the main track and sped onward 
to what would seem to have necessarily 
been his death. All the dead are trainmen, 

The scene was indescribable. All the 
five men pinned under the wreck were 
dead, and only one of the bodies had been 
found. He was J. G. Dailey, whose body 
was crushed so as to be unrecognizable, and 
could only be identified by his watch, which 
stopped at 1:08 P. M. 

On account of the inaccessibility of the 
place where the wreck occurred, it was im- 
possible tc bring the body to Parkersburg 
to-night, and it will be held at Petroleum 
until the trains get through to-morrow. 

The accident occurred in a cut on a curve 
on a heavy down-grade, and at the end of 
a bridge. That any one was saved at all is 
almost a miracle. The third section of No. 
87 was on the siding at Petroleum, with 
orders to wait there till the second section 
of No. ¥8 passed east. 

Engineer Davidson, who escafha with 
slight injuries, was the engineer of No. S7 
and went to sleep on the siding. When the 
first section went by he thought it was 
the second section and started out on to 
the main track. His fireman and forward 
brakeman, both of whom were killed, must 
also Have been asleep, for they allowed him 
to take the train out. 

The conductor of the first 98, after he 
passed, saw Davidson pulling out, and tried 
to wave him to stop, but failed. The con- 
ductor of the fourth S7, seeing the third 
section pull out, ran forward after it as 
fast as possible, his engineer whistling

The conductor of the wrecked train ran 
over the tops of the cars till he reached the

“pt to stop the engineer, but none of 
them attracted his attention in time. Con- 
ductor Lang managed to jump in time to 
save himself. 

All passengers on the east-bound and 
west-bound accommodation trains were 
transferred at the wreck to-night, but the 
fast trains were sent around by Mounds- 
ville and the Ohio River Railroad. 

Brakeman Leslie Davis, whose day it was 
to go on 98, owes his life to the call boy's 
failure to find him this morning, and Court- 
ney was substituted and went to his death.

The upper floors are 
dormitories for girls. The increased space 
for both purposes has become necessary 
through the growth of the school. 

The audience which gathered in the new 
chapel for the dedication exercises this aft- 
ernoon included not only the students and 
Faculty of the school, but also many who 
had come from a distance to attend.

Right Rev. W. N. MeVickar, Bishop of 
Rhode Island, was the speaker of the oc- 
easion.

ALL TO BE SENTENCED TO-DAY 


Judge in Accepting Plea of Non Vult 
Intimates that McAlister, Campbell, 
and Death Should Have Been 
Sent to the Gallows.

Kerr, who jointly

oft eriminal assault and murder in the first 
degree, in connection with the death of 
Jennie  Bosschicter, was unexpectedly 
brought into court this morning before 
Judge Dixon. He pleaded vult 
the charge of criminal assault. His 
was accepted, and Judge Dixon announced 
that he weuld sentence all four 
to-morrow morning 

It confidently expected that all 
prisoners except Kerr will receive the 
treme penalty for murder in the second ‘le- 
gree, of which they convicted. The 
full penaity is thirty years at hard labor. 
It is believed that Kerr will be 
tenced the full penalty of the law of 
the charge to which he has pleaded 
vilt. which is fifteen in prison 
hard labor, and possibly 
addition.

my own mind that the charge of murder 
could be supported, under the law, by these 
facts. It is in that view of the law as ap- 
plicable to that particular feature of the 
State’s case that I have consented to en- 
tertain the plea [I wish to say I would 
consider and accept no other plea. I would 
not even consider a plea of gullty to mur- 
cer in the second degree, because, if I be- 
lieved him guilty of murder I would insist 
upon a conviction for murder in the first 
cegree.”’

FOX FAMILY’S TROUBLES 


Young Man Says There Has Been 
No Separation. 


He and His Wife Shammed in Order 
to Get Money from nis 
Father.

As a sequel to the many stories that 
have been circulated between John Fox, 
Jr., and his father, President of the Demo- 
cratic Club, the young man himself gave 
his side of the question, for the first time 
yesterday.

much better than they themselves would 
have been able to take care of it. 

‘My father,’ said John Fox, Jr., “has 
never treated me at all well. Ever since I 
was a boy he has seemed to wish me no 
gocd.”’

It was said that my 
husband had gone a-fighting the Boers 
or had died mysteriously, or had deserted 
me in foreign lands. There was no truth 
in any of it. 

“Well, after I got here, I couldn’t do 
anything. Mr. Fox, Sr., refused to have 
the books of the old firm examined or to 
make any accounting. When I had put the 
matter in a lawyer's hands I sailed for 
England again, leaving here at Christmas.” 

Mr. Fox, Jr., took up the story. He said: 

“That was all rot about my being op- 
posed to my wife’s taking to the stage. 
She is to go on just as soon as we get back 
to London, and with my full approval.’’ 

“Yes, I have already accepted an offer 
from Mr. F. R. Benson,’”’ Mrs. Fox, Jr., 
said. 

An effort was made to see the elder Mr. 
Fox about his controversy with his son. 
On day before yesterday it was stated at 
his home, 10 East Fiftieth Street, that he 
was ill, and could see no one. He was not 
at home when a card was sent in yester- 
day. Neither could Nicholas Engel be seen 
at the office of the pipe company, 25% 
Broadway, yesterday afternoon. The at- 
torney for the company, James Flynn, was 
seen in his office in the Staats-Zietung 
Building. He said: 

* Young Mr. Fox did make a motion for 
a court order for the examination of the 
firm’s accounts, but the order has not been 
issued. In fact, it is not necessary now 
that the son is in the city. He can see the 
books whenever he wishes, and he will get 
all that is coming to him. The firm was 
dissolved with the consent of both partners, 
and later the other firm (John Fox and Co.) 
was organized to straighten out the ac- 
counts of the defunct concern.” 

When asked as to the son’s statements 
that he had been unfairly treated by his 
father, the lawyer said: ** Not a bit of truth 
in it. Never was a boy better treated.” 
Mr. Flynn sald, in answer to a question, 
that he did not know of the young man 
having any independent income. 

In regard to the story that his father 
thought him lost, Mr. Fox, Jr., said: “I 
can prove that I was in correspondence 
with his lawyer all the time of my supposed 
‘disappearance.’ ‘There was not a week 
during which he did not know exactly 
where to reach me. I was neither fighting 
the Boers nor wandering in any other far- 
away land. was in England or. on the 
Continent all the time.”

HOWARD PLEADS GUILTY 


Bigamist Sent to Sing Sing for 
Two Years and Ten Months. 


—_—y—— 
Makes a Clean Breast of His Crime in 


Court and Gives Temporary In- 
sanity as His Excuse. 


Within the grim, gray walls of Sing Sing 
Prison yesterday George W. Howard, con- 
fessed and sentenced bigamist, began pay- 
ing the penalty of having more wives than 
the law allows. When he walked into the 
Kings County Court yesterday morning 
for trial he surprised the crowd of curious 
Spectators gathered there by pleading 
guilty, without any show of defense what- 
ever. Temporary insanity was the excuse 
he gave for his crime of marrying Miss 
Helen Hawkes in Brooklyn last Summer 
while having a wife and child in Boston. 
His plea lightened his sentence. Justice 
Hurd sent him to Sing Sing Prison for two 
years and ten months. Howard asked for 
immediate sentence, and when it had been 
imposed, at his own request, he was taken 
at once to Sing Sing. 

Neither of the two women whom Howard 
had married was in court. The prosecu- 
tion was so completely prepared that the 
testimony was not required by District At- 
torney Clarke. Twenty-eight witnesses 
were ready to prove the two marriages of 
Howard. An interesting exhibit was 
piece of the wedding cake of Howard and 
Miss Anna R. Kay of Red Beach, Me., 
whom he married in Cambridge in 1890. 
Another exhibit was a printed card sent 
out by Howard to his friends about a year 
after this marriage, announcing the birth 
of his son, George W. Howard, Jr. Three 
persons who attended the marriage were in 
court as witnesses from Boston. 

Lawyer Stephen Baldwin, Howard's 
counsel, made the plea of guilty for him. 
Rest have to say, your Honor,” said Mr. 
Baldwin, ‘that the defendant, Howard, 
withdraws the plea of not guilty, and en- 
ters the plea of guilty. I may say for Mr. 
Howard that, as he views the occurrences 
Surrounding his marriage to the Brooklyn 
lady when he. was already married to an- 
other woman, and othe sr occurrences leading 
up to this indictment, it seems to him thut 
he must have been laboring under some 
mental aberration.

He wants every- 
body to know that both of these proposi- 
tions are false. Mr. Howard takes upon 
himself all of the blame. He stan be- 
fore this jury a truly penitent ma and 
throws himself upon the mercy the 
court.’

WANTS NEW PRIMARY LAW. 


Wisconsin Legislator Frames a Bill to 
Abolish Conventions. 
MADISON, Wis., Jan. 28.—A 
Election bill was introduced 
branches of the Legislature to-night and 
referred to Committees on Privileges and 
Elections. The author of the bill is Assem- 
blyman E. Ray Stevens. Many of the ob- 
jections that have been made to the pro- 
visions of the Minnesota law have been 
eliminated in the Stevens bill. 

Caucuses and conventions are proposed 
to be entirely abolished by the bill, and 
all nomirations made by the direct vote of 
the electers. No person can be a nominee 
unless he has received signatures to a pe- 
tition with the names of 2 per cent. of the 
voters of his party, the signers so dis- 
tributed as not to represent any one locality 
alone. 

Political organiations are not in the least 
disturbed, though the people by direct vote 
choose their party leaders. The party plat- 
forms are framed by the State and legis- 
lative candidates, and must all be made 
public by a certain day. 

Presidential Electors are chosen by the 
State Central Committees, and National 
delegates are elected at the Spring election 
by a direct vote of the people. 

The bill tends to perpetuate non-political 
judicial nominations, all Judges being 
placed on tickets by petition.

Order for 5,000,000 Bushels of Coal. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 28.—Probably 
the largest order for coal ever taken for 
shipment through a single purchaser has 
just been consummated by the Monongahela 
River Consolidated Coal and Coke Com- 
pany selling to a New Orleans agent and 
shipper 200 coal boats, averaging 25,000 
bushels of coal each, which is for export 
trade. The total amount of 5,000,000 bush- 
els was taken at a price 1 cent a bushel 
higher than the prevailing price of last 
year in the New Orleans market.

LEGISLATURE’S PROCEEDINGS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 23.—In the Senate to-day 
Assemblyman Snyder's bill providing for 
the payment of Erie County employes twice 
a month was received and advanced to a 
third reading on motion of Senator Davis. 

The Senate passed Assemblyman Traub’s 
bill providing for a system of taxation for 
repairing highways in De Witt, Onondaga 
County. 

Acting as a Committee of the Whole, the 
Senate considered the Elisworth bill form- 
ing a department of labor, creating a Com- 
missioner of Labor, and consolidating the 
three labor bureaus. Senator Raines de- 
manded an.explanation of -the bill, and Sen- 
ator Ellsworth not giving it, Senator Raines 
insisted on the reading of the bill in full. 
The motion to strike out the first section 
for the purpose o7 an explanation Was vot- 
ed down, which irritated Mr. Raines, who 
obliged the Senate to listen to the tedious 
reading of+*the whole measure. The bill 
was then advanced to third reading without 
objection or comment. 

The single-headed State Prison 
sion bill was advanced to third reading 
without debate or objection. The bill has 
been amended to conform with the Assem- 
bly measure on the same subject. 

In the Assembly also the Labor Consoli- 
dation bill was advanced to third reading. 
Mr. Costeilo, introducer of the measure, 
said {t was in the interests of economy and 
at the same time would better protect the 
interest of the labor people. The bill was 
advanced without further debate. 

Mr. Geoghan of Erie offered an amend- 
ment to the Fancher Tuberculosis bill 
which caused quite a little debate. The bill 
places the inspection of animals afflicted 
with tuberculosis under the jurisdiction of 
the State Board of Health, the Commis- 
sioner to appoint a State appraiser of con- 
demned animals at an annual salary of 
$1,800. Mr. Geoghan said his amendment 
provided for the appointment of an expe- 
rienced cattle man as appraiser instead of 
a farmer, and that $50 instead of $40 a head 
be the appraised value of condemned cattle. 

Mr. Allds intimated that Mr. Geoghan 
was trying to sell the members a good- 
sized gold brick, and that, if his amend- 
ment prevailed, diseased cattle would be 
dumped into the State from all quarters. 

The amendments were killed, and the bill 
was passed, 104 yeas, 13 nays.

West Shore Passenger Strikes a 
Construction Train. 


Two Men Killed and Six Seriously In- 
jured—Thought ‘to be Due to 
Switchman’s Error. 


Two persons were killed and seven in- 
jured in a collision in the east end of the 
Weehawken Tunnel, between a’ passenger 
train and a gravel train on the West Shore 
Road yesterday morning. The victims were 
at work on board a construction train at 
the time and were all employed by the 
West Shore Railroad Company.

The bodies of the two men killed were 
taken from the wreck and placed in a 
sshanty close to the scene of the wreck, 
where they remained until removed later by 
an undertaker. 

-All the injured, except Walker, were 
placed on a special train and taken to Ho- 


boken, and from there were transferred in 
an ambulance to St. Mary's Hospital. Geo- 
ghan's spine is injured. His condition is 
critical, but there is hope that he will re- 
cover. 

Evino’s right ear was almost torn off, and 
he has several scalp wounds. Monnell ts 
also suffering from several scalp wounds. 
Summell’s collar bone was broken, Labra 
sustained a fracture of the right arm, and 
he has several contusions on the body. 
Walker, who was only slightly Injured, 
walked from the scene of the accident and 
took a train for his home. 

The accident happened near the east end 
of the tunnel, where John Wiedman was 
stationed to manipulate some’ switches. 
Train No, 66, the Haverstraw local, was 
due at the station in Weehawken at 8 
o'clock. On the train emerging from the 
tunnel the switch was thrown open directly 
in front of it by’ Wiedman, it is alleged, 
with the result that the train was turned 
oft on a wrong track, a side one leading to 
the frefght yards, and upon which the con- 
struction train had been run only a few 
minutes before. 

The construction train consisted of a ca- 
boose and several flat cars. The caboose 
was at the end nearestthe tunnel. Its prox- 
imity and the suddenness of the mistake 
made by Weidman, it is alleged, rendered it 
impossible for the engineer of the passen- 
ger train, George Madden, to slacken speed. 
There was no time. He and the fireman 
stuck to their posts, and were uninjured. 

The locomotive of the passenger train 
crashed into the caboose, whieh was filled 
with workmen. It was demolished and was 
thrown forward over the two flat cars next 
in front of it, which were also telescoped 
by the locomotive. <A stove fire in the ca- 
boosé set the wreck on fire. A line of hose 
was stretched by some railroad employes 
and the blaze was é¢xtinguished. The loco- 
motive was damaged by the crash. 

The dead and injured were in the caboose, 

and as quickly as possible the rescue work 
was begun. After that a special train, con- 
sisting of a car and a locomotive, was 
quickly put in readiness, and the injured 
were placed on board and taken to the hos- 
vital. 
: In the collision the passengers in the lo- 
cal train were badly frightened and shaken 
up. They were thrown from their seats by 
the shock. Some of them were scratched 
and otherwise slightly injured. Having re- 
covered from the effects of the shock, they 
alighted from the train and walked to the 
ferry through the yards. 

County Physician Converse will probably 
hold an inauest. Superintendent Austin of 
the West Shore Road said that Weidman, 
when questioned, said in explanation that 
he thought the gravel train was going to 
back out on the main track at once, and he 
die not think of the passenger train. Mr. 
Austin said that no blame attached to En- 
gineer Madden. as the miss-set switch could 
not be seen by him until he was almost 
upon it.

HEARING ON STREET OPENING. 


Friends and Opponents of 135th Street 
Measure Will Appear Before 
Legislative Committee. 

There will be a final hearing at Albany 
to-day on the bill which provides for the 
opening of One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street, between St. Nicholas and Amster- 
dam Avenues. The North Manhattan Tax- 
payers’ Association, which has been es- 
pecially active in its support of the meas- 
ure, will be represented at the hearing by 
a committee headed by William Whitehead. 
The bill is not altogether a new one, hav- 


ing been introduced at the last session of 
the Legislature, only to be defeated by a 
very tew votes. ‘Those who were its sup- 
porters both then and now, however, be- 
lieve that the hostile interests have, in 
large measure, been overcome and feel con- 
fident that the improvement will now be 
authorized. 

AS matters now are, there is no thorough- 
fare between Kighth and Amsterdam Ave- 
nues, from One Hundred and Twenty-sev- 
enth to One Hundred and Forty-first 
Street. The proposed improvement is sim- 
ply to complete One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth Street by means of a cut through 
Convent Hill, and to make of it a continu- 
ous cross-town thoroughfare. The differ- 
ence in grade between St. Nicholas and Am- 
sterdam Avenues at One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-fifth Street is about 95 feet, but it is 
asserted that the ascent through the pro- 
posed cut will not be so steep as that on 
One Hundred and Forty-first or One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth Street. The esti- 
mated cost of the improvement is about 
| $200,000. 

Supporters of the bill point out that the 
proposed change will be one of far-reaching 
benefit. Communication between the sec- 
tion at One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue and that immedi- 
ately to the eastward beneath the hill is 
now to be had only by a long detour either 
to the north or south. Besides its advan- 
tages to the immediate neighborhood, the 
‘opening of One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street and the probable extension of the 
trolley road westerly from its present ter- 
minus at Eighth Avenue, will also open up 
a new and fairly direct line of communica- 
tion between the entire Washington Heights 
section and the Bronx. 

A representative of large real estate in- 
terests in the sections to be affected by the 
improvement said yesterday: ‘I think the 
bill is a very sensible one, and I have heard 
no really valid objection to it. There its, 
of course, the usual cry from those who 
have a chronic fear of extra assessments, 
but |] think that the cost of this work will 
prove insignificant in comparison with tts 
benefits Merchants and owners on One 
Hundred and T'wenty-fifth Street naturally 
do not view the bill with any great amount 
of favor, because they fear that some of 
the business and travel that now has to 
come thelr way may be diverted to One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street. This, 
however, is a short-sighted policy, and 
whatever injury may be done in that di- 
rection will be more than counteracted by 
the increased development of Washington 
Heights.”’ 


To Abolish Catharine Market. 

Assemblyman Weekes introduced a bill 
to-night authorizing the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission of New York City to discontinue 
Catharine Market and cause to be removed 
the market sheds on Catharine Slip prepar- 
atory to improving it for slip purposes. The

January Advances 255 Points Dur- 
ing the Trading on ’Change. 


SQUEEZE WITHOUT PRECEDENT 


“ Spot” Is Practically Unaffected by the 
Speculative Fluctuations — Great 
Excitement Prevails. 


A “corner ”’ in the January option caused 
the greatest excitement on the Cotton Ex- 
change yesterday, and the shorts were bad- 
ly squeezed. On Saturday January cotton 
sold at 10.20, and it opened yesterday at 
10.30. The quotation was steadily advanced 
until, at 11 o’clock, an hour after the open- 
ing, the remarkable figure of 12.75 was 
reached, an advance of 255 points from the 
opening. Afterward the quotation eased off 


to 11.50 on reports that the corner would 
be broken. 


The corner was managed so well and qul- 
etly that the shorts had no idea that the 
Squeeze was on until they were driven to 
cover. The bulls—known as the New Or- 
leans clique—proceeded with great caution, 
and at the close of the market on Saturday 
were in a position to begin operations. As 
soon as the Exchange opened they showed 
their hands by marking up the January op- 
tions to 10.30. A good deal of short selling 
came in even at this price, and continued 
on a rising market until the price was 12.25. 
Then, amid the greatest uproar and ex- 
citement, the price leaped between sales to 
12.50, and then to 12.75. It was said by old 
traders that it was the most merciless 


clique that ever manipulated a market in 
this city. 


From the highest. point the price broke to 


11.50 on a report that the corner would be 
broken by large New England houses, who 
were said to be shipping to New York 
enough to meet all contracts, A story that 
what was lacking would be sent from the 
South was met with jeers of derision, found- 
ed on the knowledge that cotton could not 
get here in time for the settling up, even if 
shipped by the fastest freight trains run- 
ning from that section. 

Something of a sensation was then sprung 
by the statement that the cotton was com- 
ing by express. The bears maintained that 
at the present prices express rates could 
easily be covered. A large amount of cot- 
ton changed hands during the excitement. 
The shorts added 530,000 bales to their lia- 
bilities, and covered afterward to the ex- 
tent of 70,000 bales. The remaining short- 
age was estimated at 100,000 bales. 

The squeeze had been threatened for 
some time. A week ago there was a very 
large outstanding short interest in the op- 
tion, but most of it had been covered Fri- 
day and Saturday. That which remained 
to-day was largely for New England, Chi- 
cago, and Southern speculators who had 
been skeptical of any further advance, and 
who had been holding off until the last day 


‘In the expectation that the deal would col- 


lapse. 

All the time the squeeze was in progress 
Spot cotton was selling around 10 cents. 
The game was therefore a speculative one 
purely in the January option, in which the 

ulls were enabled to win with ease and 
carry off a handsome profit. There was 
light tfading in the rest of the options and 
a slight sympathetic advance of about 7 
points in February, March, and May de- 
iveries. 

The extraordinary conditions developed 
by the corner, with the consequent rushing 
of cotton to this city from the South for 
delivery on the January contracts, has 
given the Inspection Bureau of the New 
York Cotton Exchange a great deal of ex- 
tra work. Superintendent King issued a 
notice yesterday requesting the members 
of the Exchange having samplers and 
weighers who are disengaged at the pres- 
ent time to notify him at once, so that the 
help thus offered may be made immediate- 
ly available by the Inspection Bureau. 

Speculators declared at the end of the 
day that the ‘‘squeeze’’ was without 
precedent in the history of the present Ex- 
change. 


THE “DIVVERS” EAT BEEFSTEAK 


Second District Leader’s Association 
Has a Dinner and a Roaring 
Time Withal. 


The members of the Patrick Divver As- 
sociation met last night at their headquar- 
ters, 59 Madison Street, and there was ‘“‘a 
little beefsteak dinner’’ of ‘some 700 
pounds of steak, which was distributed 
freely among 400 solid Tammany Hall men 
of the Second District.

Within the vesti- 
bule it was beefsteak from the word “ go,’’ 
and as each newcomer arrived, before he 
took time to turn down his coat collar, he 
lined up at the emporium. The steaks had 
undergone a special training for the oc- 
easion, and were in the hands of experts 
whose specialty is to prepare beefsteak 
dinners. For three weeks the steak had 
been stored on ice to make it tender, and 
tender it was. Along the length of the hall 
rows of benches had been placed and these 
were soon filled. From the seats the diners 
were within reaching distance of huge 
bouquets of celery and took handfuls many 
times and often. For celery was the flower 
of the night. There was no toast master 
and there were no set speeches, but there 
was an announcer and there was “talent” 
to amuse the crowd. 

Meanwhile the audience was 
itself drowning the songs and the ‘ charac- 
ter speeches’ of the ‘‘talent.’"" Down on 
the bowling alleys of the club two teams, 
the ‘‘Dunns” and the “ Dievers’’ were 
fighting a friendly duel, between mouth- 
fuls and mugfuls, with the pins. The

ALONE ON DESERT ISLAND 


Reported Unhappy Plight of Four 
American Contract Workmen. 


Went to Navassa, in the Caribbean Sea, 
for the Purpose of Laboring in 
the Phosphate Beds. 


Four Americans, James A. Woodward, 
William A. Humphrey, John Hill, and John 
A. Bell, all of Baltimore, Md., were sent to 
Navassa Island in October last by the Na- 
vassa Company and have since been shut 
out from communication with the outside 
world. 

Navassa is a small island of the Carib- 
bean Sea off the west coast of Haiti at the 
southwest entrance of the Windward Pas- 
sage. Its latitude is 18 degrees 25 minutes 


north, longitude 75 degrees 2 minutes west. 
It was discovered several years ago by 
Capt. Coleman of Baltimore, who planted 
the American flag upon it,and claimed it 
as his property. He subsequently sold the 
island to a syndicate for $200,000. This syn- 
dicate organized the Navassa Phosphate 
Company, expecting to reap a rich harvest 
from the guano deposits on the island. 

Three hundred laborers, chiefly negroes, 
were sent to the island from Baltimore. As 
the place was destitute of vegetation the 
laborers were compelled to depend solely 
upon the company’s stores. The first ship- 
ment.of the guano demonstrated that it was 
of no great commercial value and the prin- 
cipal shareholders in the syndicate dropped 
out. The result was that the stores on the 
island were not replenished, and the la- 
borers, believing that the white men in 
charge of them were deliberately withhold- 
ing provisions, attacked and killed every 
white man on the island. 
Summer of 1889. The United States man-of- 
war Galena stopped at the island shortly 
afterward and brought the starving labor- 
ers back to the United States. 

On Sept. 22 last the island, together with 


its guano deposits and all rights pertain- 
ing thereto, were sold at public auction by 
Peter F. Méyer, at 111 Broadway. John 
B. H. Jefferson of Baltimore, Md., with 
offices in the Fidelity Building there, be- 
came the purchaser of the island, paying 
for it the sum of $25,000. He took into 
partnership Capt. Wyatt Owen, also of 
Baltimore. James A. Woodward was en- 
gaged as Superintendent, and with Will- 
iam A. Humphrey, John Hill, and John A. 

Bell, was sent to the island. At the time 
of their departure the Atlas Steamship 
Company, it is alleged, agreed to take the 
men back at any time for the sum of $110. 

Mr. Jefferson, shortly afterward, realized 
that there was no money to be made out 
of the guano, and in order to avoid further 
liability. he sold the island to Capt. Owen 
for $1,000, taking the latter's note for that 
amount, payable in one year, with the p 
jlege of renewing the same at the expira- 
tion of that time should Capt. Owen be 
unable to meet the note. Mr. Jefferson 
also asked the steamship company to send 
a ship and take the four men off the isi- 
and. Capt. Owen. however, countermand- 
ed this order, claiming sole proprietorship 
of the island. 

The steamship company is willing to 
take the men off the island, but hesitates 
to become involved with Capt. Owen. Mr. 
Jefferson has retained Lawyer Henry W. 
Shomas of 81 Nassau Street, this city, to 
protect his interests. Speaking of the 
case, Lawyer Shomas said yesterday: 

* By ‘the terms of the dissolution agree- 
ment of the partnership of Jefferson and 
Owen, Jefferson was to be absolved from 
any further liability, except for the return 
of these men to New York, for which an 
agreement was made by him with the At- 
las Steamship Company of this city for $110, 
a cheek for which sum was sent to that 
company and demand made that they bring 
back the men unless the men were willing 
to stay and work for Owen, to which Jef- 
ferson had no objection so long as they 
should have received notice of the disso- 
lution of covartnership which was given to 
the steamship company to deliver. But 
when the company was about to perform 
its contract, Owen forbade it to do so. The 
steamship company takes the position that 
its contract is with the partnership and 
not with individuals.’’ 

Mr. Shomas refused to disclose what ac- 
tion would be instituted, but said prompt 
measures would be taken to relieve the 
men if possible, and that the steamaiip 
company would be held to the fullest re- 
sponsibility for their safety.

On our 
platform are grouped many Filipinos of 
hitherto irreconcilable ideas, but some 
more obstinate decline to join, for, though 
willing to accept the sovereignty. of the 
United States, the prospect of an indefinite 
continuance of the military government 
makes them distrust the purposes of the 
United States and delays their submission. 

An adjournment of the present Congress 
without giving the President authority to 
establish a purely civil government, wiih 
the usual powers, and a postponement for 
at least a year of such government until 
the new Congress, will certainly confirm 
this distrust. The Directory of the Federal 
Party believes conferring such authority 
on the President would inspire confidence, 
hasten acceptance of the sovereignty of 
the Union, and the coming of peace. The 
Directory therefore prays both houses of 
Congress to authorize President McKinley

MUST PAY OR GO TO PRISON. 





Henry S. Bergman was yesterday ad- 
judged in contempt of court for failure to 
pay a judgment of $851.58, obtained against 
him on surety on a mechanic’s lien, he 
having given a bond in proceedings insti- 
tuted by Franklin lL. and Howard R. Shep- 
pard, who put in ranges in a building on 
West One Hundred and Thirty-sixth Street. 
He will be sent to prison if he does not 
satisfy the judgment, and kept there until 
it is paid. 

Bergman testified that he had formerly 
been in business speculating in real estate, 
but had been, since April last, a clerk with 
a cutler in Broome Street at a salary of 
$10 a week. His real estate, upon which 
he justified as surety, consisted of a water 
front at South Beach, and he had not seen 
it since 1893, when he became involved in 
an ejectment suit. He had no other prop- 
erty since January, 1896. d 

Justice Leventritt says it appears that 
Bergman had given similar worthless bonds 
in the United States courts to release liens, 
and that, after judgments had been ob- 
tained against him the courts found fraud 
had been committed by him. This bond he 
considers equally worthless. He therefore 
adjudges him in contempt.

Court Orders Defendants to Answer 
Missouri’s Plaint that Flow of 
Sewage Is a Nuisance. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The United 
States Supreme Court rendered an opinion 
in the case of the Chicago Drainage Canal, 
overruling the demurrers filed in the case 
by the State of Illinois and the Chicago 
Sanitary District. The proceeding. was 
brought by the State of Missouri against 
the State of Illinois and the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, the end sought being to prevent the 
use of the canal because of its supposed 
pollution of the drinking water of St. 
Louis. The effect of the decision is to sus- 
tain the gontention of the State of Mis- 
souri. The opinion was handed down by 
Justice Shiras. The Chief Justice, and Jus- 
tices Harlan and White united in a dis- 
senting opinion. ‘ 

In his opinion Justice Shiras cited the 
original bill and the demurrer In the case, 
Then, taking up the case, he said that two 
questions are presented in it, The first of 
these was: ‘‘ Whether the allegations of 
the bill disclose the case of a controversy 
between the State of Missouri and. the 
State of Illinois and a citizen thereof with- 
in the meaning of the Constitution and the 
statutes of the United States which create 
and define the original jurisdiction of this 
Court,’’ and the second, *“‘ whether if it be 
held that the allegations of the bill do 
present such a controversy they are suffi- 
cient to entitle the State of Missouri to the 
equitable relief prayed for.’’ 

in passing upon the first of these points 
the Court presented the result of the ex- 
amination of numerous authorities, saying 
in conclusion: ‘An inspection of the bill 
discloses that the nature of the injury 
complained of (the pollution of the drink- 
ing water of people of Missouri by the de- 

osit of the sewage of Chicago into the 
fississippi River through the drainage ca- 
nal and the Illinois River) is such that an 
adequate remedy can only be found in this 
Court at the suit of the State of Missouri. 
It must surely be conceded that, if the 
health and comfort of the inhabitants of a 
State are threatened, the State is the prop- 
er party to represent and defend them. 

“The health and comfort of large com- 
munities inhabiting those parts of the State 
situated on the Mississippi River are not 
alone concerned, but contagious and ty- 
phoidal diseases introduced into river com- 
munities may spread themselves through- 
out the territory of the State. Moreover, 
substantial impairment of the health and 
prosperity of the towns and cities of the 
State situated on the ere including 
its commercal metropolis, would injurious- 
ly affect the entire State.” 

Discussing the contention that the bill 
does not on its merits entitle the State of 
Missouri to the relief prayed for, Justice 
Shiras took up the argument that the 
drainage complained of is only problemat- 
ical or contingent, and asked: ‘Can it be 
gravely contended that there are no pre- 
ventive remedies by way of injunction or 
otherwise against injuries inflicted or ex- 
perienced, but which would appear to be 
the natural result of acts of the defendants, 
which they admit or avow it to be their in- 
tention to commit? ”’ 

Continuing, he said that the relief prayed 
for by the bill was not merely against the 
creation of a nuisance, but also against its 
maintenance. ‘Our conclusion therefore 
is,’ he went on, “‘ that the demurrers filed 
by the respective defendants cannot be sus- 
tained. The demurrers are overruled and 
leave is given to the defendants to file an- 
swers to the biill,’’ 

Chief Justice Fuller read the dissenting 
opinion, holding that the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court could not be invoked in 
eases in which it appears that States are 
in direct antagonism and that this is not 
true in this case. He also said that it was 
“difficult to conceive what decree could be 
entered in this case which would bind the 
State of Illinois or control its action.’’ He 
added: 

“The act complained of is not a nuisance 
per se and the injury alleged to be threat- 
ened is contingent. As the channel has been 
in operation for a year it is probable that 
the supposed basis of complaint can now 
be tested. But it does not follow that the 
bill in its present shape should be retained. 
In my opinion both the demurrers should 
be sustained and the bill dismissed without 
prejudice to a further application as against 
the Sanitary District, if authorized by the 
State of Missouri.’’ 

Judge William M. Springer, counsel for 
the defendants, in speaking of the Court's 
action, said: 

‘“ To-day’s.decision merely brings the case 
to a point where it will have to be tried on 
its merits. The amended pleadings having 
been submitted, the court probably will ap- 
point a commissioner to take testimony, 
and the plaintiffs will have to show what 
actyal damages, if any, have been inflicted 
by the flow of the waters of Lake Michigan 
tarough the canal, which has been In opera- 
tion for about a year.

CHICAGO, Jan. 28.—President Alexander 
J. Jones of the Sahitary District, when ad- 
vised of the Supreme Court's adverse deci- 
ales in the Chicago Drainage Canal case, 
said: 

“The decision is somewhat of a surprise 
to us, but, after all, it simply means that 
the case must now be tried on its merits. 
Henceforth the inquiry of the court will be 
directed to the question of whether or not 
the opening of this channel and the moving 
of Chicago sewage down the Illinois and 
Mississippi Rivers has really resulted in the 
pollution of the St. Louis water supply. If 
so, equity will justify the grievances of St. 
Louis and the State of Missouri and the 
Sanitary District will have to find some 
remedy to prevent further pollution. 

“The Sanitary District of Chicago has ex- 
pended $34,000,000 in the abiding faith that 
flowing water purifies by the principle of 
oxidation, and to dispute this is to dispute 
what we contend is an acknowledged scien- 
tific fact—at least acknowledged by all sci- 
entists the world over, except those of St. 
Louis. The Sanitary District will stand or 
fall by this principle, and we are prepared 
to face the issues in the United States 
courts of equity, which are now opened to 
the complaints of the citizens of St. Louis 
and the State of Missouri.”

INDEPENDENCE OF CUBA 


Talk of Extra Session to Consider 
Constitution Is Ridiculed. - 








A Senator Says Cuban Government Will 
Be Subjected to a Long Period 
of Probation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—‘‘ The talk 
about an extra session,’ said a Senator 
this afternoon, ‘‘is very weak when it is 
found necessary to refer to the importance 
of approving the Cuban Constitution as a 
reason for bringing the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress together before the regular meeting 
day in December next. If that were the 
best reason for expecting the calling of an 
extra session, all reports to that effect 
could be dismissed at once as the feeblest 
of rurnors.”’ 

As pointed out, later on, by this Senator, 
all that is known about the Cuban Consti- 
tution is that a draft, prepared by a com- 
mittee of the Constitutional Convention, 
has been prepared and submitted to the 
convention for consideration. To expect 
Congress to form an opinion or express a 
belief about what will be done, or how 
soon anything will be done, under such cir- 
sumstances, is preposterous, this Senator 
says. After this draft has been taken up it 
may be discussed for weeks before it is 
finally adopted, when a little time may be 
needed to whip it into style. Before that 
stage has been reached the fifty-sixth ses- 
sion of the United States Congress will 
have ended. 

Administration Senators who have paid 
no attention to the extra session report 
say that whén the Cuban Constitution is 
finished, excepting for the consent of the 
United States, the President and his Cabi- 
net may desire time to ascertain, by exami- 
nation, how its provisions will affect the 
United States as to its responsibilities and 
opportunities. Great care is bound to be 
observed, under our own self-imposed re- 
sponsibility, to sce that Cuba has a form 
of government promising stability and 
peace. Without stability, capital will be 
driven from the island, and that would an- 
noy and perhaps ruin some American in- 
vestors. : 

With a return to old revolutionary con- 

ditions or to new disturbances, the oppor- 
tunities that the United States expected to 
secure for the resumption of trade with 
Cuba would be destroyed, and the interven- 
tion invited of powers that might make 
short work of taking from us the advant- 
ages rightfully secured by getting the island 
from pain and giving it the chance to 
stand upon its own feet. 
- War Department informetion makes light 
of the talk about a withdrawal of troops 
before the Constitution is perfected or un- 
til a really stable Government has been in 
operation long enough to prove its stability 
and probable permanency. That a selected 
body of men can get together and make 
a Constitution is not considered proof that 
those men would be able to restrain the im- 
pulsive population if a revolutionist should 
— up the easily agitated part of the peo- 
21€, 

While the Administration is fully deter- 
mined to give the Cubans all the help pos- 
sible to enable them to assume the full 
responsibility for the government of the 
island, it is not blind to the fact that Cuba 
bas been but a short time quite free to dis- 
cuss problems of government, and that only 
a very few men haye had any experience 
in administrative work. 

“ The fact is,’’ said a Senator who has al- 
ways favored ultimate Cuban independence, 
‘““we have been going too fast with this 
Cuban problem, and we have given. the 
Cubans the impression that they were not 
to be subject to a prolonged probation. 
That such should have been the case no one 
can doubt. Just how to correct our mis- 
take, after having urged the Cubans to pre- 
pare to take over the island without assist- 
ance, is more than [ am prepared to say, 
but [ Will say that we must not make the 
second blunder of permitting a revolution- 
ary outbreak after we have left the island 
and, then accept the distasteful and expen- 
sive task of making a new campaign in 
Cuba with the Cubans as our enemies.”

Sudermann’s “ The End of Sodom” Re- 
vived for a Few Performances. 

In the decade that separates his ‘‘Sodom’'s 
Ende” from his “ Johannisfeuer,’’ Herman 
Sudermann’s technique has developed, but 
neither his imagination nor his observa- 
tion has measurably improved. The earlier 
play was revived for a few performances, 
and with an efficient cast, last night at the 


Irving Place Theatre, where, doubtless, his | 


newest and most highly praised drama will 
shortly have a hearing. AS a matter of 
record, it may be well to recall that “* The 


End of Sodom” was first acted here in the 
same theatre, then called the Amberg, in 
March, 1891. 

The title relates directly to a painting 
made by the hero, an artist, for a rich and 
ode female patron whose influence 

as helped him materially. Symbolically, 
the title refers to the havoc the vanity 
and weakness of the hero make of his life. 
He really loves Klirchen, his foster sister, 
though he has betrayed and deserted her. 
He is under the spell of his powerful en- 
chantress, and, at her bidding, is about to 
marry her niece, Kitty, who is, however, 
smarter than her amiable aunt takes her 
to be. The marriage never takes place, 
though. There is the inevitable marplot in 
the person of the patient and honest true 
lover of Klarchen, and he avenges the 


wrong done to that poor girl after she has 


hilled herself. 

The influence of Tbsen is strong in

HUGUENOTS ” ONCE 
Meyerbeer’s Favorite 
the Metropolitan Last Night. 


Tradition rides in the saddle, and 
it takes a mighty shock to overset it. There 
is a tradition that Meyerbeer’s opera, “ 
Huguenots,” is one especially adapted to 
the display of remarkable voices and vocal 
brilliancy. This tradition is accompanied 
by a corollary to the effect that the work 
is always finely sung. Therefore many 
persons go to any performance of ‘ Les 
Huguenots " convinced that they are about 
to hear something out of the ordinary in the 
way of singing. Last night’s audience—or 
a considerable part of it—appeared to be of 
this mind, and therefore the applause was 
of a most enthusiastic kind. It fell alike 
upon the just and the unjust. The latter 
screened the former thoroughly that 
they had not much joy of the night. The 
truth is that last evening's presentation of 
Meyerbeer’s work was unfortunate. There 
Was a cast of competent artists, some of 
them really great, and yet none of them did 
what they can do in better circumstances. 
Nearly all of them seemed tired, most of 
them sang flat or sharp, and at least one 
was careless, The chorus was palpably 
weary, and when the women in the begin- 
ning of the third scene lost the pitch en- 
tirely and sang in four or five different 
keys, they did only what the principals 
had previously been doing, but they did it 
ail at once. The effect was gruesome. 

It is difficult to report individual merits 
in such a case, but the honors ot the even- 
ing went easily to Mr. Plancon, whose art 
in St. Bris never failed him, though his 
voice seemed unusually hard. Mme. Melba, 
who was in good voice, was reprehensibly 
careless in her garden scene aria, and her 
singing was not what should be expected 
from a vocalist of her rank. It ought te 
be recorded right here that she was ap- 
Flauded and cheered as if she had given a 
dazzling display of vocal virtuosity. Per- 
laps in such circumstances she was 
altogether to blame for further carelesses. 
in the finale of the scene she sang out 
with unusual power, and she 
handsomely attired as the Queen. 
Bréval was the Valentine. Her big, 
bodied voice ought to have been well suited 
to the part, but her peculiarly defective 
vocal method prevented her from achiev- 
ing results pleasing to the judicious. She 
sang stridently at times, and again with 
choked tones, while occasionally her trem- 
olo was extreme. She aided in the general 
cacophony by singing out of tune occasion- 
ally. Her acquaintance with the routine of 
the part was not large, and her poses and 
gestures were deficient in variety. There 
was warmth in her work, however, and it 
was that which carried weight with her 
hearers. 

' Mr. Saleza as Raoul was also affected by 
the general depression of the evening. It 
‘was a depression in pitch, and he did a good 
deal of flat singing. His phrasing was 
however, extraordinarly fine and unique in 
its breadth. Mr. Edouard de Reszke is al- 
Ways a commanding figure as Mareel, and 
he sang with judgment. He was-not in his 
best voice. Mr. Sizes was_a nasal and 
tremulous De Nevers. Mme. Louise Homer 
looked very well indeed as Urbain, the 
page, but singing was far from satis- 
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factory. She has no colorature at all, and 
this is essential in the music of Urbain. 
The minor parts were, of course, performed 
in a perfunctory manner. The orchestra 
discharged its duties efficiently and Mr. 
Flon conducted with authority. 

Lillian Burkhart Reappears. 

Miss Lillian Burkhart, who has long been 
missed from the local stage, returned last 
night and won a distinct success at Proc- 
tor’s Palace Theatre in a charming little 
playlet, entitled ‘‘ Captain Suzdanne.’’ Miss 
Burkhart's vivacious comedy talents were 
never seen to better advantage than in this 
dainty little play, which has the merit of 
being full of action. For a climax there is 
a sword duel, which Miss Burkhart, attired 
in the uniform of hér husband, an officer 
in the French Army, fights with a Prussian 
officer, while her husband makes his es- 
cape.

HEARD ABOUT TOWN. 


Some of the more rabid Audubonites and 
opponents of birds’ feathers as trimmings 
for women’s hats have gone so far as to 
claim that the shooting of gulls and terns 
to secure their feathers for trimmings has 
resulted in their practical extermination. 
There are a few score of men and women 
who can tell them to the contrary. These 
are they who make the wide cinder path 
about the upper reservoir at Central Park 
the place for their daily ‘‘ constitutionals.”’ 
Just at this time there is a partial covering 
of ice on the reservoir. It is well in the 
centre of the big sheet of water. On this 
surface there are almost daily conventions 
of the a, gulls that frequent the 
waters of the harbor. On any clear morn- 
ing and during the warmer hours of the 
afternoon hundreds and possibly over a 
thousand of the gulls can be seen at a 
time sitting on the ice and apparently rev- 
eling in the delights of a sun bath. In 
fewer numbers they can be seen most any 
day taking a swim in the fresh waters. 
They are most numerous, however, on those 
days when there is ice for them to stand 
about on, and when the sun is bright and 
the weather perfect. The birds are too far 
from the walks to be disturbed by the prom- 
enaders, and seem educated up to the fact 
that there is here no danger from gunners 
who do occasionlly take a shot at them 
when they swim about on the Hudson 
River. Where the gulls go for the night 
1s a mystery that the strollers about the 
reservoir are always speculating about and 
never solving. 
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Instructors in languages find that the 
Paris Exposition gave an unexpected fillip 
to their business. Last Winter there was 
the expected increase in the number of stu- 
dents among those who intended going to 
Paris. They came to get a sufficient smat- 
tering of French and German to enable 
them to get about while in Europe. That 
was perfectly natural. It was natural, too, 
perhaps, that those same students, finding 
how very little they had been able to pick 
up should have continued their studies. 
But this number has been materially in- 
creased, and teachers of modern languages 
are at a loss to account for it. That there 
was a demand for instruction in Spanish 
from young men who had decided to go to 
Cuba, Porto Rico, or even to the Philip- 
pines in search of a fortune and business 
opportunity was expected. Society has de- 
creed that one must be able to speak 


French fluently to be ‘tn the swim.” But 
it is not from this class that the students 
at the semi-public institutions are made up. 
One teacher thinks the presence here of 
Bernhardt and Coquelin, and the appear- 
ance of the opera company singing in three 
foreign languages, have had something to 
do with the increased number of students 
wishing to speak foreign tongues. But he 
also says there is a growing desire among 
young persons of the middle classes to be 
able to speak at least one tongue other 
than that which {fs native to them. This is 
to give them a reputation for culture and 
polish, and enable them to shine as lin- 
guists in the sets to which they belong. 
Young men and women who have to work 
for a living are among the most attentive 
and persevering of the students at the night 
classes at Cooper Union, the schools of the 
Young Men’s and Young Women’s Christian 
Associations, and at the public night 
schools. This is attributed to the belief 
that with even a smattering of one or two 
foreign languages they can do better for 
themselves as clerks in the big department 
stores where there is an increasing demand 
for help that can sneak German. Italian. 
and French. Certain {t is that among 
such there has been a marked _in- 
crease this Winter in the number of those 
who have taken up languages as a study. 
One instructor believes the growth to be of 
a character that will, possibly within a 
couple of generations, result in Americans 
becoming as good linguists as the Russians 
now have the repute of being, and that in 
time no boy or girl will be considered as 
being properly educated who does not speak 
two or three of the European languages as 
well as his own. 
*,° 

“We are certainly becoming a button 
and badge wearing Nation,’”’ mused a jew- 
eler as he pawed over his collection prepar- 
atory to furbishing up his depleted stock. 
“One reason for it I believe is that our 
people travel so much and are so.fond of 
company that they wear the little lapel 
button so that they may be recognized and 
find friends among strangers who belong 
to the same organizations. I think it is that 
rather than the barbaric desire for personal 
adornment such as urchins show that ac- 
counts for the number of buttons of the sort 
I refer to. Knock about the hotels and you 
will notice that about one man in four, 
and the average may be greater, wears a 
button, badge, or pin of some sort. Less 
than a decade ago about the only thing 
of the lapel sort we had were the little 
bronze buttons of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and an occasional colored but- 
ton that told of membership in the Loyal 
Legion or the Order of the Cincinnati. 
Now there are similar badges for the Sons 
of the American Revolution, the Order of 
the Foreign Wars, Sons of Veterans, Order 
of the Colonial War, Royal Arcanum and 
a dozen other mutual benefit organiza- 
tions, and fraternity and secret society pins 
and badges almost without number. It has 
come to be so that the man without a but- 
ton or badge is looked upon as a sort of 
man without a country. Every jeweler 
has to carry a stock that is out of all pro- 
portion with the profits to be derived from 
the sale of the trinkets. The stick-pin 
craze among women is little more uni- 
versal. There surely has been brought 
about a sort of comradeship among the 
wearers of the buttons that is perhaps a 
good thing for men of all sorts. It certain- 
ly is of benefit to the man who travels 
much and who likes to find companions in 
a strange city. It is harmless; perhaps it 
makes us a more companionable people, 
and it certainly helps the men who make 
a specialty of manufacturing and selling 
the buttons.”

“There was a time not so very long ago 
when ‘ Family Entrance’ over the side door 
of a saloon meant just exactly what it 
said,”” remarked one of the old-timers who 
was chatting of the changes in New York 
within the past generation. ‘‘ Now it 
means most anything but that. When I 
lived down on the east side, in the vicinity 
of St. Mark’s Church, that sign over the 
door meant that it was a private entranve 


for the owner of the galoon and his family. 
They generally Hved in rooms over the 
saloon, and this was their only way of get- 
ting to their home. After a time women 
and children who went to the saloons to 
get a pitcher or a bucket of beer for home 
consumption got to using that door, as it 
was ‘ess conspicuous, and saved them from 
coming into contact with the general 
loungers about the place. There was noth- 
ing wrong in those days to see a woman 
going in at the ‘family entrance,’ for you 
expected she was going to call on the fam- 
ily of the proprietor. Even now ere are 
many places in the German quartér where 
the siga has its old significance. But at 
the saloons in other places it is generally 
a blind for the entrance which may be 
used by shady women going into the places 
to have a drink with even shadier men. 
Generally speaking, it is now the very 
door that members of one’s family would 
dodge.”’

Speaking of the old side-wheel steamer 
Continental, which has for years run be- 
tween this city and New Haven, and which 
is now being dismantled for conversion 
into a coal barge, an old steamboat man 
said: ‘‘The Continental, which was built 
just after the close of the civil war, was 
considered in her day the finest boat <n 
the Sound, and she never cost the New 


Haven Steamboat Company a cent. It was 
this way: The Government was hard pressed 
for transports at a time when the steam- 
boat company was not making very much 
money with its other side-wheeler, the Elm 
City. So the company chartered her to the 
Government for something like $3,000 a day 
and all expenses and put the old Traveler 
on in her place. The Government took 
her South and used her in transporting 
troops down Hampton Roads way. She 
was there for several months, until her 
place could be filled with a Government- 
owned boat. Old Capt. Peck, who was a 
shrewd Yankee, pointed out to the man- 
agers of the company the need they would 
have of a new boat when the war was 
over and traffic came good again, and 
the money the Elm City earned was put 
aside on his advice and used for the build- 
ing of the .Continental. So you see, she 
did not cost her owners anything, for what 
the Elm City earned as a transport was 
so much clear and unexpected gain to 
them. She was a good boat in her day, 
but she had become so far out of date that 
when che New Haven road bought out the 
steamboat company, one of the first things 
it did was to condemn her. She has been 
for years a good property as an excursion 
boat running to the popular resorts all 
along the Sound.” 
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ROYAL STABLE’S FUTURE 


King Edward’s Racing Establish- 
ment Likely to be Sold. 


EXPECTED TO GIVE UP TURF 


For Forty Years He Has Been a Patron 
of the Sport and Has Twice 
Won the Derby. 


—— 


Following promptly on the accession of 
King Edward VII. to the English throne, 
the report has gone out that King Edward 
has already determined to retire from any 
active participation in racing affairs and 
that the royal breeding establishment, at 
Sandringham, which had only come into 
prominence within the last few years, soon 
gether with the royal racing stable, soon 
will be broken up, though whether at pri- 
vate sale or by public auction rumor is 
silent as yet. 

In this connection it is stated as a fact 
that Lord Sheffield, who managed the rac- 
ing interests of the Prince of Wales, has 
begun preparations for the dispersal of the 
now famous Sandringham Stud, which has 
been one of the most prominent in England 
since the Prince of Wales won the Derby 
and St. Leger with Persimmon, a horse of 
his own breeding. 

Sngland’s present sovereign has been an 
ardent sportsman since his boyhood, and 
for forty years has taken a keen interest 
in horse racing, his connection with the 
turf actually having extended over that 


length of time, with a few short interrup 
tions. His first racing ventures were in 
cross-country sport, and he kept and raced 
steeplechasers until about a dozen years 
ago, when through friends who acted for 
him he engaged in flat racing. 

So keeu a sportsman was the heir to the 
throne in his early manhood, that he 
actually rcde in a steeplechase under an 


assumed neme, when he first took up cross- | 


country spert. This exploit was in 1861, 
at the mii.tary races, in Curragh, Ireland, 
then one of the most important racing 
points in Ireland. Wales then owned a 
taic ateeplechaser in a six-year-old horse 
named Rupee, who, in the race in question, 
ran in the’ name of and was ridden by 
‘“*Captain Melville,"”’ who was, in fact, the 
Prince of Wales himself. To avoid no- 
torlety, the identity of the royal jockey 
was Kept a secret at the time. Rupee won, 
and ‘Ceriain Melville” was the recipient 
of many congratulations for the courage 
and coolress with which he took his mouat 
over a stiff and rather dangerous course. 

The colors then worn were all white, 
Wales then not having adopted the purple 
jacket, gold braid, scarlet sleeves, an 
black velvet cap with gold braid, which 
have become famous on the English turf 
since. For several years, Albert Edward 
raced as ‘‘ Captain Melville, retaining the 
same colors. Then, with less cause for con- 
cealing his identity, he became a patron of 
steeplechasing under his own name. 

THE PRINCE'S TURF ADVISERS. 

His racing counselors at different times 
have been Sir Frederick Johnstone, Lord 
Arlington, Sir George Chetwynd, and a 
Mr. McKenzie, the latest being Lord Shef- 
field, who for several years has /acted in 
the capacity of manager of the royal racing 
and breeding establishments. In his stee- 
plechasing he depended largely upon Lord 
Marcus Beresford. 

His open connection with flat racing be- 
gan in 1886, when he hau but indifferent 
success, Winning only,a few small races, 
and capturing the first of these under cir- 
cumstances that caused much comment. 
This race was won by Counterpane, a son 
otf Hermit, at Sandown Park, Counterpane 
starting a favorite at 7 to 4 on In a very 
ordinary field, and ridden by the celebrated 
Jockey Fred Archer, winning in a canter. 

The betting on the contest was so listless 
and one-sided and the opposition to Coun- 
terpane so weak at gossip would have it 
that everything h&d been arranged before- 
hand, and that the field made no effort to 
beat the royal favorite; but this has always 
been denied vigorously by the gentlemen 
who were then associated with the Prince's 
racing staple. 

Continuing an active patron of racing 
from that time until the end of last sea- 
son, the Frince of Wales won races eyery 
year, but did not really have a conspicu- 
ous place on the turf, aside from the pres- 
tige that belonged to him by bDirth, until 
in 1895 he produced from his own stud the 
colt Persimmon, two years old, by St. 
Simon-Perdita. 

Persimmon was a fair performer at two, 
and his owner had hope of him for the 
Epsom Derby the next year, 1896; but this 
was shared by few, as Leopold de Roths- 
child’s St. Frusquin was a warm favorite, 
The Prince's hopes were realized, however, 
for Persimmon did win the Derby, beating 
St. Frusquin in a splendid finish, and this 
victory did much to increase the popularity 
of the owner, destined to become King of 
England. 

Persimmon continued his victorious ca- 
reer and later won the St. Leger, taking a 
high place in the history of English rac- 
ing and fully justifying, on the score of 
performance and breeding, the fee of 300 
guineas ($1,500) which was fixed on_ his 
service when he went to the stud at San- 
dringham. Among other victories won 
that year by Persimmon was the fifty- 
thousand-dollar Jockey Club Stdkes. 

At four years Persimmon won the Gold 
Cup at Ascot and the Eclipse Stakes of 
$250,000 at Sandown Park. Other good 
horses owned by the Prince of Wales were 
Florizel and Courtier, 

From his first venture in flat racing un- 
til the advent of Persimmon, the largest 
winning made by the Prince’s stable was 
£3,499. in 1894. In 1895, with Persimmon 
and Florizel as his best horses, he won 
about £8,000, in 1896 £26,819, and in 1897 
about £18,000. 

Since then his stable’s earnings were less 
than in the years of Persimmon, until the 
Prince repeated his Derby victory by win- 
ning that race again with Diamond Jubi- 
lee. The encouragement he received by 
the success of these great horses has caused 
him to breed on a larger scale, and his stud 
at Sandringham includes about as choice a 
collection of mares as can be found in the 


world. 

The Prince of Wales was one of the 
patrons of “Tod” Sloan, the American 
jockey, Sloan having ridden a few horses 
for him, the first a filly called Little Dor- 
rit. Sloan’s riding so pleased Wales that 
last year a verbal agreement for the 
American jockey to ride for him this year 
was made, but later Sloan’s conduct 
caused the agreement to be broken, and 
Sloan was released. 

The present royal stable contains a num- 
ber of promising horses, which are ex- 
tremely well engaged, and had the owner 
wished to continue racing the King’s sta- 
ble probably would have been one of the 
most conspicuous of the year. . 

That King Edward VII. will retire from 
the turf is generally conceded to be due to 
kingly dignity in the present age. Other 
Kings of England have raced, but they 
lived when customs were very different 
from those of 1901. 

Of the Kings of England who have been 
patrons of racing were Henry VIII., Charles 
TI.. William IIl., and George IV., while 
both Queen Elizabeth and Queen Anne took 
more than a passing interest in horserac- 
ing. Even in the days of the Protectorate 
racing flourished in England, and history 
has it that Cromwell himself bred and 
raced horses before he became Protector.

In his remarks at the meeting of the 
Clearing House Committee yesterday Mr. 
J. Epwarp Simmons pointed out that if 
Gov. ODELL’s bill for the taxation of 
bank shares becomes a law the banks of 
New York City will have to pay annual 
taxes amounting to about 3 per cent. of 
their capital and net profits. The Lewis 
bill imposes a tax to be paid by the 
shareholders of 1 per cent. of the capital, 
surplus, and undivided profits. The bank 
is then to be exempted from further tax- 
ation for State purposes, but would still 
be subject to local taxation. Last year 
the tax rate was 2.24, of which .23 was 
for State This leaves a little 
over 2 per cent. for local taxes and a 
bank tax State and local 
together of 3° per cent. 

We should suppose that such a showing 
as that would cause the Governor to re- 
examine his bill. A tax of $3 in the hun- 
dred upon the resources of an individual 
or a corporation is manifestly excessive. 
It is not necessary, and it can not and 
will not be borne. The inevitable effect 
of such laws is to drive men and money 
out of the State where taxation is so ex- 
orbitant and oppressive. 

If the Tax Assessor consulted nothing 
but his own convenience he would al- 
ways levy upon the property of one man 
or one corporation the entire amount to 
be raised by taxation. That would be a 
cheap ‘and easy way to get the money. 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER, for instance, the 
New York Central Railroad would be 
called upon to pay the whole cost of the 
City Government and the city’s share of 
the State Government expense. If there- 
upon Mr. RoOCKBFELLER or the railroad, 
by raising the prices of the commodities 
or the service in which they deal, should 
be able to distribute the burden pretty 
evenly through the community the tax 
might not prove to be obnoxious either in 
theory or in practice. It is a sound 
principle to collect taxes from as few 
sources as possible, but it is the neces- 
sary corollary of that principle that 
these sources should be of such a nature 
that the distribution of the burden 
through the community would be effect- 
ed easily, automatically, and with sub- 
stantial uniformity in proportion to abil- 
ity to pay. The tax on bank shares and 
trust companies has been planned solely 
from the point of view of the convenience 
of Albany and in total disregard of the 
principle of distribution. The holder of 
bank shares would pay his 1 per cent. to 
Albany, while the bank itself pays 2 per 
cent. to the New York City Tax Collect- 
or. Neither the shareholder nor the bank 
can pass on the burden or any part of it. 
As bankers they have nothing to sell but 
bank accommodation. If they attempt 
to recoup themselves by charging a high- 
er rate of interest for that accommoda- 
tion their business would be ruined in 
short order. Eorrowers would go else- 
where, as we have already pointed out. 

A great part of the personal tax is al- 
ready paid by bank shares. In the City 
of Albany it once amounted to 58 per 
cent. of the total. Gov. OpELL intends to 
gather in some three millions of addi- 
tional revenue from two classes of prop- 
erty, bank shares and trust company 
franchises. That is a convenient way, 
indeed, but it is not just or uniform taxa- 
tion. It is outrageous taxation, an un- 
principled levy upon property in sight. 

The enactment of such a law would be 
an open confession that the lawmaking 
power was too ignorant to devise just 
tax laws or wholly indifferent to the 
principle of justice so long as it got the 
money.

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THE PHILIPPINE FRIARS. 


The report of the Taft commission re- 
cently sent to Congress by the President 
contains the first statement at all full 
and definite as to the problem of the 
friars in the Philippines. It is apparent- 
ly a very candid statement of a compli- 


cated and difficult problem, as to which 
the commission submits only suggestions, 


not having arrived at a final opinion of 
the best course to be pursued. 

In substance the situation is this: 
There were in the islands, almost entirely 
in the Province of Luzon, some 1,150 
friars, of the Dominican, Augustinian, 
and Franciscan Orders, which orders 
have come into possession of some 400,- 
000 acres of land, mostly agricultural, 
exempt, under Spanish rule, from taxa- 
tion, and rented to natives. As these 
friars remained in their cures practically 
for life, as their orders and the Church 
had great influence with the Government 
of Spain, and as the average tenure of 
the Spanish officials, civil or military, in 
the islands was less than tour years, 
the friars managed to secure almost com- 
plete control of all affairs in their re- 
spective parishes. The commission is 
convinced that in the exercise of this 
power the friars have incurred the rooted 
animosity of the great body of the Fili- 


pinos. This animosity is not toward the 
Catholic Church, for the Filipinos remain 
attached to that Church; it is in its 
nature political and personal, and is 
based on the extortionate policy of the 
friars, and to some extent on their in- 
dividual misconduct. 

In the insurrections of 1896 and 1898 
the friars were dispossessed, some of 
them were killed, some taken prisoners, 
and some have left the islands. It is 
estimated by our commission that less 
than ¢500 remain, a large number of 
whom appear not to be exercising their 
functions. The United States is bound 
by the treaty of Paris to protect the 
property interests of the friars. For the 
most part these have been transferred to 
various persons and corporations, but the 
title remains in the friars. Two questions 
arise from this state of affairs. One re- 
lates to the return of the friars to their 
cures. Over that the Government of the 
United States can have no direction, it 
being a matter solely of the policy of the 
Church. The second relates to the dispo- 
sition of the property. It seems to be 
the view of the commission that if the 
latter can be adjusted, the former will be 
treated satisfactorily by the Church. 
The suggestion is therefore made that 
the property of the friars be purchased 
by the Government and sold at fair prices 
on easy terms to the natives who are 
or would be tenants, 

Unquestionably there are very 
difficulties in the way of the adoption of 
this suggested plan. The money would 
have advanced by the United 
States. It would be regarded by a con- 
siderable part of the people of the United 
States as a contribution to the Catholic 
Church, and would be resented. There 
is not now any definite authority in any 
branch of our Government to engage the 
National credit for such a purpose. All 
these matters should be carefully studied, 
and it is to be remembered that the com- 


grave

mission does not commit itself wholly to 
the plan. But if it be feasible, it has cer- 
tain essential and lasting advantages. It 
meets the obligation of the United States 
to deal honorably with the property 
rights of the Church. It leaves open to 
the Church the replacement of the ob- 
noxious friars by priests better suited to 
their task. It will tend to create a class 
of self-supporting natives owing their 
prosperity to the policy of the American 
Government. It will probably associate 
the American Government intimately in 
the minds of the natives with all that is 
most helpful and desirable in their lives. 
It will promote a class closely bound to 
the land, needing and wishing order and 
good administration, and ready to work 
under American guidance for the estab- 
lishment of efficient self-government. If 
it be found on due consideration that 
these results can be relied on, we do not 
believe that the American people will 
refuse approval and support to this 
policy. 


THE SCANDAL IN CHINA. 


Bishop PoTTer’s remarks on Sunday to 
the effect that in the conflict of ‘‘ Chris- 
tendom” with China, China held the 
better moral position, would in any case 
command the concurrence of those who 
have followed the subject most closely. 
They have been in effect anticipated by 
the judgment of Sir RoBERT Hart, who 
knows China as well as any European 
politician, and who has explained, in a 
very interesting way, how the Boxers 
were the product of foreign aggression. 
They were, in fact, almost a necessary 
expression in any country, in the circum- 
stances of China, which had any patriot- 
ism left in it at all. China has judged 
Christianity by what she has seen of 
Christendom. She has seen traders, and 
she has seen missionaries. The mistakes 
of the missionaries haye been those of 
zealous and devoted men, who did not 
know the force of the prejudices they 
were encountering, and therefore did not 
allow for them. But the effect upon Chi- 
nese sensibilities has been the same, in 
many cases, as if the violence done to 
those sensibilities had been intended and 
deliberate. As for our commercial repre- 
sentatives in the East, they have com- 
monly acted upon a much lower theory 
of morals, not only than that supplied 
by the Christian religion, but than that 
not only professed, but acted upon, by 
the Chinamen themselves, with whom 
these recreant Christians came into com- 
mercial and social relations. 

The Bishop’s conclusion is quite justi- 
fied that, in order to convert China we 
should begin by converting the repre- 
sentatives we send to China. And our 
behavior, meaning the behavior of 
“Christendom” in general, after’ the 
resident representatives of Christianity 
had done their perfect work by bringing 
about the Boxer uprising, has been of a 
complete savagery. An intelligent and 
responsible witness, Mr. THomas F. MIL- 
LARD, gives testimony, in the current 
number of Scribner’s, to the character 
of the “‘ punitive expeditions ” undertak- 
en either by the Russians on their own 
account, or by the allied forces under the 
command of Count VON WALDERSER. The 
testimony shows that the expeditions 
have given themselves to the commis- 
sion of high crimes. The punishment of 
China has been simply the perpetration 
of murder, arson, robbery, and rape on 
individual and promiscuous Chinamen 
and Chinawomen. The witness’s conclu- 
sion is: “‘ Events such as the months of 
September, October, and November 
brought to China have carried war back 
to the Dark Ages, and will leave a taint 
in the moral atmosphere of the world for 
a generation to oume,” 


It will be much more than a genera- 
tion before the Chinese will be as hos- 
pitably disposed toward Christianity as 
they were before the cruel and savage 
beasts under Count voN WaALDERSEE’s 
command gave them this awful exhibi- 
tion of applied Christianity> Every 
American ought to be thankful for the

foresight of his Government, which has 
kept the American name free of any 
complicity in this great scandal. j 

NOT FOR THE GOOD OF THE SERVICE. 

Gov. OpELL’s former relation to active 
politics must have given him a large 
knowledge of the tricks of patronage 
hunters that will be of use to him in pro- 
tecting the public service against their 
forays. A bill to create party patronage 
would have to be most cunningly drawn, 
we should say, to elude his experienced 
eye. 

When he comes to examine Senate Bill 
No. 255, for instance, he will easily detect 
its purpose. This bill was introduced by 
Senator BRACKETT. It provides for the 
continuance of the State Lunacy Com- 
mission, to consist of three members, 
and amends the present law by authoriz- 
ing the Governor, Secretary of State, 
and Controller to fix the salaries of the 
Commissioners “at different amounts 
than those prescribed ”’ hy the law as it 
now stands. This in itself would put 
the Governor on his guard. But the mov- 
ing purpose of the author of this bill is 
manifested, not in new matter, but in 
what it strikes out of the present law. 
It is provided that the President of the 
Lunacy Commission shall be, as is now 
required, a reputable physician of not 
less than ten years’ experience in actual 
practice, but a further highly important 
requirement of the daw as it now stands 
is abolished by striking out these words: 
“Who has had five years’ actual expe- 
rience in the care and treatment of the 
insane and who has had experience in 
the management of institutions for the 
insane.” 

If there was any lack of eligibles under 
this provision, if the Governor found him- 
self hampered in his choice by the fact 
that physicians of ten practice 
who have also had qualifying experience 
in the treatment of the insane were hard 
to find, it might be contended that the 
Brackett bill was meant as an unselfish 
effort to broaden the field of the Execu- 
tive choice in the interest of the public 
service. But there must be two hundred 
physicians in the State who have had the 
opportunity to acquire in institutions the 
special knowledge which the law now very 
properly demands of the President of the 
Lunacy Commission. Public considera- 
tions cannot be urged in justification of 
this change in the law. We are afraid 
the real considerations are exceedingly 
private, and perhaps personal. Some 
scheming Republican may have a friend 
who needs a salary but lacks the quali- 
fication. 

It is consoling to feel that no such bill 
as this can get by Gov. ODELL without 
his knowing just what it means,

BRITISH TRADE. 

A correspondent of The Sun sends that 
journal a full report of Lord RosEBpPRY’s 
gloomy remarks at Wolverhampton upon 
the probable decline of British trade, 
and follows it up with some observa- 
tions of his own, tending to confirm 
Lord RosEBERY’s views. On the other 
hand, The Evening Post published yes- 
terday from its London correspondent 
the report of a leading English man of 
business, who rather pooh-poohs these 
doleful vaticinations, and satirically re- 
marks that one of the British staple 
productions, the output of which is not 
likely to fail, is ‘‘ the statesman’s speech 
on a subject of which he knows little.” 
According to this observer, ‘“‘ The trade 
of the United Kingdom has attained a 
volume, both in quantity and value, 
never before reached and scarcely 
dreamed of.” If the foreign trade of 
Germany and of the United States shows 
a greater ratio of increase, that-is read- 
ily explained by the fact that, as manu- 
facturing and trading countries, both 
these are younger than Great Britain, 
and are in fact, in this field, mere begin- 
ners compared with Great Britain. It 
does not in the least follow that the 
business of Great Britain is in danger 
because other nations are competing 
for it. 

This is a very cheerful view for an 
Englishman to entertain in the presence 
in particular of American engineering 
competition and of German maritime 
competition. It seems to leave out of 
sight one or two relevant considerations. 
For two generations, at least, Great 
Britain has been in possession of a mo- 
nopoly in a sphere in which there is now 
an active competition. That is one. A 
second is that both Germany and the 
United States can live without doing 
business outside their own borders. At 
least Germany can nearly do so, and we 
can quite do so. With Great Britain, 
with a nation that has not at any time 
more than six weeks’ “ visible supply ”’ 
of food on hand, the case is different. As 
the engineering expert of The London 
Times said the other day, ‘‘We must 
make and sell, or starve.’”’ The compet- 
itors are not, in this respect, on equal 
terms, And that Briton is more to be en- 
vied as to his present emotions than as 
to his future emotions who does not see 
in the two new competitions that have 
sprung up to his monopoly any need for 
a searching of heart or for a rigorous 
putting of his house in order. 

There is one rather curious conse- 
quence of the present commercial situa- 
tion. For forty or fifty years Great Brit- 
ain has been making “ trade wars,’”’ wars 
of which the purpose was to extend the 
market for British goods. With two 
eager and active rivals she is not likely 
to make such wars any more. For that 
would be to stand the cost of opening 
markets for them. So we may expect a 
cessation of the small wars, barring a 
repeal of free trade, which has mot yet 
by any means become a practical ques- 
tion.

The man arrested at the instance of 
Mr. Harpon for violation of the Health 
Board ordinance against spitting in pub-~ 
lic conveyances was yesterday fined $25 
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in the Court of Special Sessions, Justice 
JEROME presiding. The sentence was rel- 
atively mild, as was proper in the case 
of the first offender bfought to trial. It 
was, however, ample to prove to the 
public that the law is definite and that 
a serious penalty may be surely expected 
by those who violate it. It will now de- 
pend largely on the transportation com- 
panies whether this revolting and dan- 
gerous nuisance shall be wholly abated 
or not. If notices are kept prominently in 
the cars, setting forth not only the ordi- 
nance of the Health Board but the penal- 
ty for disobeying it, and if the employés 
of the companies shall be instructed to 
ask the name and address of all of- 
fendérs and of witnesses, the cars of 
New York will be as fit, in a short time, 
for decent men and women to ride in as 
the cars of Boston long have been.

The Filipino petition read by Senator 
FRYE in the Senate yesterday is extreme- 
ly interesting, but it would have had 
greater immediate effect had it been, so 
to speak, authenticated. That is to say, 
it would be more satisfactory to know 
from Judge Tart, or from Gen. MacAR- 
THUR, Who the signers of the petition are, 
what is their standing in the native com- 


munity, how far they represent the Fed- | 


eral Party, in the name of which they 
speak, and the strength and influence of 
that party. What the petition asks— 
authority for the President to establish 
purely with usual 
powers--is what the President himself 
asked last week. It is most encouraging, 
indeed, if a party the main plank of 
which is American sovereignty is receiv- 
ing ‘“‘ accessions by thousands in all parts 
of the archipelago,’’ but the evidence 
would have been stronger had it been 
attested by our own authorities, and had 
it extended to somewhat more definite 
statements of fact. We are convinced, 
nevertheless, that the measure requested 
by the President and advocated by these 
petitioners ought to be granted. Wheth- 
er it will be best to grant it at the heel 
of a short session, to defer it to the 
extraordinary session that bids fair to 
be required by the Cuban question, is not 
so easy to decide. Postponement means 
delay, of course, but it aiso promises 
more light.

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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—New York City’s postal facilities, never 
adequate for the city’s needs, are now not 
far from a complete breakdown. The over- 
working of the employés, long a cause of 
just complaint on their part, no longer suf- 
fices for the prompt handling of the mount- 
ains of mail matter that daily accumulate 
here, and the congestion formerly charac- 
teristic of certain limited seasons of the 
year now extends over the whole of it. 
The result is that the delaying of third- 
class matter is constant, that of second- 
class matter frequent, and that of first- 
class matter not unusual. This is a con- 
dition of affairs the consequences of which 
are not limited to New York, but extend 
all over the country, and create both in- 
convenience and loss in every part of it. 
The publishers of the city find that the 
conduct of their business is seriously ham- 
pered, and as the chief sufferers they are 
especially eager for the adoption of meas- 
ures of some kind that will provide imme- 
diate’relief. They rejoice, of course, over 
the news that Congress has at last consent- 
ed to give New York a new Post Office 
Building, but the erection of such a struc- 
ture will take at least two years, and the 
continuance of their present difficulties 
for that length of time is not contemplated 
by them with composure. The material 
increase of working force which Postmaster 
Van CoTT has so often demanded, only to 
receive scanty and grudging concessions 
when he received any, is vehemently advo- 
eated by the publishers as the only pos- 
sible means of present relief. At least one 
firm already contemplates the necessity of 
expressing its third-class matter to Phila- 
delphia or elsewhere for mailing—a device 
to which it certainly should not be forced 
to resort. Mr. Van CorTt, replying to a 
publisher who wrote to him on this sub- 
ject recently, admitted the justice of the 
complaints made, but said that he was do- 
ing all he could with the space and force 
at his command. “In the past,’’ he wrote, 
“we had a little relief after the holiday 
rush, but this year, from Jan. 1 to the 
present day, shows an increase of 18 per 
cent. in the amount of mail handled in this 
office.”” In ten years the amount of sec- 
ond-class matter has increased 107 per 
cent., and other classes almost as much, 
but the Postmaster has no more working 
space than he had twenty-five years ago, 
and the number of his employés is but 
slightly increased. 


——In nothing more than in the making of 
new laws does excellence of intention need 
to be accompanied by practical wisdom and 
the capacity for taking infinite pains if 
good results are to be achieved. Striking 
illustration of this truth is to be found in 
a bill which the Cdéunty Medical Society 
has just had introduced at Albany, Its 
object—that of getting on the statute book 
a definition of medical practice broad 
enough to include, and so render easy the 
punishment of, all exponents of false and 
fraudulent systems of cure—is most excel- 
lent, but the wording of the measure is so 
careless, and its breadth of application is 
so enormous, that its passage is neither 
possible ®nor desirable. ‘‘ Any person,” it 
reads, ‘“‘shall be regarded as practicing 
medicine within the meaning of this act 
who shall prescribe, direct, recommend, or 
advise, for the use of any other person any 
remedy or agent whatsoever, whether with 
or without the use of any medicine, drug, 
or instrument or other appliance, for the 
treatment, relief, or cure of any wound, 
fracture, or bodily injury, infirmity, phys- 
ical or mental, or other defect or dis- 
ease” <A few exceptions follow, such as 
the administration of domestic remedies 
by one member of a family to another, and 
the treatment of their men by army and 
navy officers, but the bill as it stands 
would prevent one from advising a friend 
to invest in a box of cough drops, and 
would render it fllegal for the manufactur- 
ers of proprietary medicines to advertise 
in the usual way, for an optician or truss- 
maker to serve customers not provided with 
a physician’s prescription, or for a shoe- 
maker to take into account a patron’s 
corns in providing him with footwear. 
Some of these consequences might be de- 
fended by the doctors, who are naturally 
opposed to all amateur rivalry, but the 
general public would never submit to re- 
strictions so drastic, and the bill should 
and will fail. Yet, as already stated, its 
object is admirable. The County Medical 
Society should try again, and accor 
something by not trying to accomplish so 
much, 


—Queen Victoria's death has inspired 
a vast amount of verse-making by people 
who are not poets, and just a little by 
people who, in their more fortunate mo- 
ments, have some claim to membership in 
the sacred fraternity, but as yet, at least, 
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it is the worst of the output, and not the 
best, that is the most notable. Atten- 
tion fastens most firmly of all upon the 
production of an ambitious bard, who sings: 


The Queen is dead; long live the King! 
Through domains world encircling, 
The Victorian era's passed, 
Saxe-Coburg rules at last. 
Edward Seventh, hail! 
Victoria vale! 


Just possibly the writer of those remark- 
able lines recognized their absurdity, but 
the indications dre all in favor of the 
theory that his purpose was serious, and 
that he regarded his last rhyme as a good 
one to the ear, whatever it might be to 
the eye. His mistake is funny, even if it 
is also pathetic, and it is only by laughing 
at him that the would-be poet can be 
taught that one language is about as much 
as he can hope to handle successfully at 
his present stage of development. That 
lesson learned, he might éscape falling 
into pits as deep as this one wherein he 
now languishes without even knowing that 
he has met with an accident. 

—-By admitting that negro labor is a 
failure in the manufacture of cotton cloth, 
the proprietors of the Vesta Mills, at 
Charleston, S. C., have supplied scores of 
the Southern papers with an opportunity 
to laud their own prophetic powers, and to 
remark with slightly derisive emphasis 
that hereafter Northern capitalists will be 
more cautious in attempting to teach. the 
South the potentialities latent in the Amer- 
ican negro. The experiment at Charleston 
was thoroughly tried, and the result seems 
to have been to prove that, though the 
negro could be a satisfactory employé in a 
cotton mill if he chose, he lacks the in- 
clination to work steadily, and that, there- 
fore, he is not really a rival of the white 
artisan in this or similar fields of indus- 
try. The Vesta Mills are to be removed to 
Gainesville, Ga., and there all or chief re- 
liance will be placed on white labor. ‘‘ The 
negro,”’ says The Athens (Ga.) Banner, in 
commenting on the episode, ‘‘has been 
found to need a boss at every step.- He 
has not advanced and expanded into that 
proud, self-reliant character who feels 
within himself the necessity of rising to 
the American standards around him, as 
was predicted by Northern philanthropists 
that he would do if left free and untram- 
meled. As the Vesta Mills owners were 
Northern men, it is well that they made 
the experiment. This experience will teach 
them that Southern views as to the negro 
are not based entirely on prejudice, and 
that the Southern people are really the ne- 
groes’ best friends, because they tell them 
the truth and wish them to advance with a 
knowledge of it.’”” The Banner expresses 
special gratification that the white work- 
ers of the South need no longer dread a 
forced choice between starvation wages 
and social degradation. 

“AT HOMES” A SOCIAL SHAM. 
T'o the Editor of The New York, Times: 

If I may be allowed to make a prophecy, 
or, more correctly, a prediction, it is that 
a very few years more will bring an end to 
the present concentrated essence of inhos- 
pitality known as the afternoon tea, or “at 
homes." 

When people are fully convinced that 
they are invited more to swell the number 
of visitors and make a crowd, and to see 
how much of a “ sweill”’ can be made, how 


. 
many carriages are drawn up in the street, 


and how’many special servants can be af- 
forded for the occasion, they will begin to 
doubt very much whether there is any com- 
pliment in being invited. The following de- 
scription illustrates the heartless, machine 
style of these functions as I find them: 

Entering the parlor, the hostess greets 
you and expresses pleasure at seeing you 
there; then her eye wanders anxiously to 
the door to see who is coming next. If you 
do not take the hint, she says, ‘ Alice is 
in the next room, she will be so glad to see 
you.’’ You pass on. Alice says she is glad 
to see you, and immediately points to the 
refreshments and invites you to move on. 
In the refreshment room a lady is in 
charge whom you may not know. Her con- 
versation is strictly business, and brings 
the waiter to you, if you desire to partake 
of anything by yourself, for if you do not 
happen to see some one with whom you 
are acquainted you are left to yourself; 
there are no introductions; there is no time 
to stop for such amenities. If you linger 
at the refreshments you feel that you are 
in the way, or may be suspected of not 
having enough to eat at home. You say 
good-bye to the hostess and leave. On the 
street again you note the time—six min- 
utes since you entered the house. Others 
are arriving; others are leaving; the mill 
is grinding them through—120 an hour. If 
you meet other visitors with whom you 
are acquainted you can prolong your stay 
by conversing with them until you feel that 
you are remarked as a wall flower, but 
your intercourse with the hostess and fam- 
ily amounts to not more than two or three 
minutes under favorable circumstances. 

What hollow mockery and counterfeit of 
hospitality! What useful purpose is served? 
People are brought together. Yes, but for 
what? Not to extend acquaintance among 
new people, for there are almost no intro- 
ductions. Not to strengthen or renew old 
acquaintance, for there is no time. One 
must pass on; “step lively,’’ as it were. 
Then what is there to the credit of these 
empty shows?—for that is all they seem tc 
be. To show ‘‘ how many people we know,” 
and how much money we can spend to 
show ourselves to our friends for six min- 
utes each. 

I would like to hear the other side, and 
learn, if possible, why an afternoon tea, as 
given in New York, is anything more than 
a high-pressure social sham, and why, as 
a means of discharging social obligations, it 
is not far-reaching in detrimental effects.

VICTORIA AND THE TRENT AFFAIR. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It has been a matter of some surprise 
to those of us who lived through the 
troublous days of our civil war that until 
the appearance of your historically valua- 
ble article relating to the seizure of the 
British steamer Trent on the high seas by 
an American man-of-war, no special men- 
tion had been made of it by the city press 
in their voluminous articles upon the life 
and death of the Queen; for certainly her 
action in connection with that most mo- 
mentous episode of our fratricidal conflict 
was fraught with the most tremendous 
consequence in its bearing upon the result 
of the struggle. 

The present generation, however, does 
not seem to realize the great obligations 
that we are under to Queen Victoria for 
her decided and friendly attitude during 
the pendency of the tension produced by 
that extraordinary episode, more far-reach- 
ing, perhaps, in its results than any decis- 
ion arrived at during her long and illustri- 
ous reign, inasmuch as it prevented the 
disintegration of the United States, which 
in its entirety during the past half-century 
has wielded so powerful an influence in in- 
ternational affairs. This decision was 


maintained in direct opposition to the opin- 
ions of her Privy Council, of whch Lord 
John Russell and Lord Palmerston were 
the ruling spirits; also in opposition to 
those of her nobility and upper lords, 
spiritual and temporal, and last, but not 
least, against the policy of that great Lib- 
eral leader and anti-slavery champion, 
Gladstone, who for the nonce put his prin- 
ciples in his pocket and allowed his preju- 
dice to overrule his cherished convictions. 
Thus, with Church and State arrayed 
against her, but feeling that the middle 
classes, the backbone of her realm, were 
with her, she fought the good fight and 
won. 
Providentially Mr. Lincoln had for his ad- 
viser in international affairs at that junct- 
ure that astute statesman Mr. Seward as 
Secretary of State. Level-headed and not 
influenced by popular clamor, and not- 
withstanding that his colleagues in the 
Cabinet upheld the piratical act of Capt. 
Wilkes, and, stimulated by the Jingoes in 
Congress, voted him swords and things, Mr. 
Seward, knowing full well that the British 
Government would demand the fullest rep- 
aration for the outrage upon her flag, at 
once quietly made arrangements, in ad- 
vance of the demand, to make the “‘ amende 
honorable’’ by a proper apology and the 
return of the Confederate Commissioners 
in an American man-of-war. Fortunately 
there was at that time no cable, so that 
there was ample time for the Jingoes and 
hotspurs to realize the predicament in 
which Wilkes had placed us by his intem- 
perate action, which was in direct con- 
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travention of international amity and of 
the issues established by our war of 1812. 

Had the Queen listened to the advice of 
her Ministry, certain it is that terms so 
peremptory would have been formulated 

hat no Government would have considered 
them and war would have ensued, the re- 
sult of which must have been the disinte- 
gration of the United States, for with a 
million of Confederates on the South of us 
fully armed and equipped by England, with 
the powerful British army and navy, and 
the Canadian forces confronting us, the 
Federal Government must have been forced 
to an ignominious peace, resulting prob- 
ably in the organization of several minor 
republics in lieu of the great Republic now 
foremost among nations. 

Hence let us pay due respect to the mem- 
ory of the illustrious lady who came to our 
aid in the hour of our deepest National dis- 
tress.

Why do you say in your editorial to-day 
on ‘“ Loot and Indemnity in China” that 
‘‘the Christian missionaries are understood 
to be the most implacable demanders of 
Chinese blood,” referring by that to the 
dreadful slaughter of the Chinese during 
the last few months, and also that “the 
missionaries are us active in the looting 
of Chinese property as they have been in 
instigating the promiscuous taking of Chi- 
nese lives’’? You must know that both 
these charges are utterly false. The only 
basis of the first is that the misstonaries 
have demanied the death penalty on the 
leaders of the Boxer movement for politic 
reasons, and the only basis of the second 
ig that the missionaries took food and 


élothing from the deserted houses after 
the slege to clothe and feed the native 
converts, who were utterly destitute. 

I have tread widely in both the English 
and American papers and magazines the 
accounts of the operations in China, and 
nowhere have I found evidence upon which 
you could justly base your charges. If 
you have such evidence you ought to pub- 
lish it, and if you have not you have no 
right to say such things in your editorials. 
It is ‘even inherently absurd to suppose 
that men and women who have left their 
home country and life behind them and 
have gone to China with the love of God 
in their hearts to work among the lowest 
classes of Chinese people should suddenly 
transform themselves into implacable de- 
manders of the blood of those same Chinese 
people. 

The greatest force in the world to-day 
to bring about that great ideal, the broth- 
erhood of the whole human race, is the 
*work of Christian missionaries, whose one 
great aim is to put into the hearts of men 
and women in all the lands of the earth 
the common love for Jesus Christ. In what 
other way can you bind the races together 
into a brotherhood than by putting_into 
their hearts’ a common love for Jesus 
Christ? And that this is net only the aim 
but the practical result cf missionary 
work I know to be true from personal ac- 
quaintance with native converts from 
heathen lands. And your attitude toward 
this great work, as shown in the baseless 
statements in your editorial, is not at all 
just nor wise. 

Two things should be forever laid aside 
as settled by the recent events in China. 
One is that the missionaries are a set of 
weak and incompetent men of inferior 
grade, and the other is that the native 
converts are generally ‘rice Christians.”’ 
The missionaries in North China have 
proved to the world their manhood, their 
intelligence, and their high-grade common 
sense. This reputation should be extended 
to their fellow-missionaries everywhere, for 
the North China missionaries are only 
specimens of the average missionary. And 
shame be to the man who talks again of 
‘“‘rice Christians,’’ unless he specifies and 
proves his charges in detail! They might 
better be called ‘“ blood Christians,’ for 
they have sealed with their blood their 
fellowship with Jesus Christ!

Having been brought up to treat all domes- 
tics with consideration and courtesy, and 
having had many years of housekeeping, 
during which I have always endeavored to 
be a reasonable mistress, my long experi- 
ence may be worthy of some regard. Let 
me say that my family has never been 
large, and with no children, and that I have 
always desired the contentment and wel- 
fare of those in my employ—tending them 
in illness, suprlying them with books, &c., 
for their idle hours, and seldom refusing 
them any request for extra pleasures. 

I have also with patient effort trained 
many an unskilled maid to be an excellent 
waitress, and with what result? Only that 
when at last I was taking a little well- 
earned satisfaction in their competency, to 
have them leave.me for “ higher wages."’ 
I have never—with perhaps one or two ex- 
ceptions—been repaid with the least grati- 
tude or willingness to render an extra serv- 
ice. The very rich, who can afford to be 
careless and easy-going, have made for 
their poorer sisters a very difficult and 
perplexing state of things by giving Wages 
out of all proportion to the work per- 
formed and raising false standards which 
it is hopeless to try to alter. 

In the any of homes in our city the 
problem of living with any degree of com- 
fort or refinement is becoming more seri- 
ous each year. With limited income, the 
wife and mother strives to make the home 
attractive and keep its wheels running 
smoothly, and oh, with what cost and self- 
denial only she can know! And why? Be- 
cause servants are not willing to be serv- 
ants these days. There is indeed a 
‘ scarcity,’’ and soon I. fear the article will 
be unknown and “lady helps” rule our 
households! 

We have either got to yield and put up 
with waste and destruction and insolence 
or keep forever changing, and alas! we all 
know how the peace of the home goes with 
such a régime! How will it all end? Where 
are the old-time respectful and respected 
servants who found a home with our pa- 
rents and performed faithfully their duties 
as part of the family for many years? 

The cases are rare indeed where domes- 
tics of the present day need pity—they need 
to be put and kept in their places, and 
ruled with a firm but kind hand, and the 
‘“pity’’ go to the patient, overburdened 
mistresses.

TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Assemblyman Bell, introducing a bill in 
Albany making provisions for a retirement 
fund for Greater New York teachers, should 
have more wisely thought out where a per- 
manent fund could be created by the act. 

He says, firstly, the fund is to be derived 
from all money withheld from teachers’ 
salaries from any cause. Secondly, all 
money received from donations or legacies. 
Thirdly, dl money acquired from such 
methods of increment as may be duly au- 
thorized. 

It is well known that the amount of 
money deducted from teachers’ salaries 


trom any cause is a mere bagatelle, and as 
to legacies, only one thus far is known—of 
5,000, from Mr. Thomas Harrison—which 
s the first and may be the last. As to do- 
nations, there is no record of any having 
been given. There is to the third point a 
very vague uncertainty as to other meth- 
ods of increment. 

By an act of the State Legislature a fund 
was created for the retirement, to be de- 


vived from the payment of 5 oF 
the excise money. Why sho a there 
uny talk of repealing this act, w 
adequately meet the need as it is at pres- 
ent’ By thé same act of the slature 
10 per cent. of the excise is appl 
fund for retirement of police 

but no action is taken to repeal this wise 
provision for them. Are the ote 
entitled to the same consideration pro- 
tection as other public servants? 

I must believe that Assemblyman Bell has 
not given this matter the careful considera- 
tion to which this important measure is en- 
titled. If our public school is the salvation 
and safeguard 
wark of the Nation, then its teachers are 
entitled to the supreme consideration of our

I should like to say a word about the 
above. Such as I have to Say is borne out 
by the city editor of The Enquirer. This 
gentleman, while commending the well- 
bred coolness of the audience, the nerve 
of Mr. Sothern, and the endeayors of Mr. 
Sothern’s company and stage hands, agrees 
with me, that if it had been some one’s 


duty at the first alarm to pour water on 
the flames, and if the water had been 
there, and if the fire apparatus was work- 
able and capable of instantaneously throw- 
ing water, the fire might have at least 
been kept under. I have twice previously 
seen fires in a theatre, but I have never 
seen any one attempt to put them out.

In most of the 
theatres I have been to the fireman wan- 
ders about the theatre. I contend that two 
or three men stationed at hoses, and who 
could have poured water on the flames, 
could have saved the building. Since the 
fire, I am told, hose has been tried in a 
Cincinnati building and has been found 
worthless. I have seen hose in theatres so 
pg ng ae oan Pee I fancy the 
wou ave escaped f yery 
but the nozzle. . vee 
In the theatre I speak of I had occasion 
to use a cigar. Buckets of water were 
placed in the entrance and a man told off 
to watch me. It ‘Was amusing, but it was 
business. There should be in every theatre 
a& man stationed by the fire apparatus: the 
hose should be easy to handle, and the 
water should be at the nozzle. 
next door to the fire engines, and it was 
ten minutes before any attempt was made 
to throw water on the flames. Firemen 
were splendid and prompt, Mr. Sothern 
acted with marvellous coolmess, the au- 
dience behaved well, Mr. Sothern’s come 
pany and stage hands did what they could, 
but the fect remains that water, the only 
thing needful, wasn’t there.

Income Fixed by Court Pending 
Wertheimer Suit Decision. 


Whatever Action French Courts May 
Take Will Be Non-Effective Here, 


Counsel Contends. 


Unless the Court of Appeals reverses the 
decision handed down yesterday by Justice 
Beach, in the Supreme Court, Anna, Count- 
ess de Casteliane, and her husband, Count 
Boni de Castellane, will have to content 
themselves with an annual income ot 
$200,000 a year instead of the $900,0UU0 they 
have been accustomed to receive from the 
estate of Jay Gould. This reduction in in- 
come will last until the action of Anton J. 
Dittmar, claims of Asher 
Wertheimer decided by a 
jury tnal. 

Mr. Wertheimer sold bric-a-brac to the 
Count and Countess and received accept- 
ances from them to the amount of $377,000. 
These in the®form of drafts, 
were assigned Mr. Wertheimer to Mr. 
Dittmar. He at once began proceedings in 
the Supreme Court here through his coun- 
eel, Samuei Untermyer, seeking to restrain 
George J. Gould, Kdwin Goula, 
Goula, as trustees under the will ol Jay 
Gould, trom paying over to the Countess 
de Casteliane more than $250,000 a year 
trom her iather’s estate pending the trial 
of the action to recover the money claimed 
to be due on the dratts, 

The temporary injunction was granted 
last November, and since then the Countess 
has oniy been receiving $250,000 a year. 
Later, when counsel tor the trustees under 
the will sought to have the injunction set 
aside, counsel far Mr. Dittmar asked to 
have the allowance decreased to $100,000 u 
year. It was on the argument of 
motions that the Justice continues the tem- 
porary injunction until after the trial and 
fixes the annual allowance at S2U00,QUU, 

Counsel for Mr. Dittmar in the present 
ection said yesterday that they had other 
claims against the Count and Countess, 
and that they might adopt the same meth- 
ods as to these ciaims. They further took 
the ground that whatever action the 
French courts might take as to the numer- 
ous Claims, it would have no influence on 
the courts here, as the source of income of 
the Count and Countess was here in New 
York. Justice Beach, in his decision, says: 

The motion at bar seeks the continuance pen- 
dente lite of a preliminary writ of injunction 
heretofore granted in this action, restraining 
a@yment of the income of a trust fund created 
y the last will and testament of Jay Gould to 
the beneticiary therein, Anna Gould, Countess de 
Castellane. The objections urged by counsel for 
the trustees rest upon an alleged lack of juris- 
diction in the court, for the reason that the de- 
Tendants Castellane are non-residents and no 
judgment has been entered against them in an 
action at law, and no execution issued thereon 
has been returned unsatisfied. Further and in 
addition, that by the terms of the last will and 
testament of Jay Gould, creating the trust, the 
income of the fund is beyond the reach of the 
beneficiary, the Countess de Castellane. Addi- 
tional objections are urged of less importance on 
this motion. 

The objection to the jurisdiction of the court is 
not well taken. It was said by Chief Justice 
Marshall in Russell vs. Clark: ‘‘ If a claim is to 
be satisfied out of a fund which is accessible 
only by the aid of a Court of Chancery, applica- 
tion may be made in the first instance to that 
court, which will not require that the claim 
should be first established in a court of law.’’ 

The fifth clause of the first codicil in the will 
of Jay Gould provides that income from the trust 
fund shali not be “ liable or chargeable in the 
hands of the executors and trustees for any 
Gebt or liability of such beneficiary.” 

This declaration has no protective power in 
this State, although in some others it has been 
held effective. 

This case demands a rigid 
these principles from the facts. For about 
years last past the defendants Castellane 
purchased from plaintiff's assignor valuable 
merchandise. The plaintiff holds numbers of 
their unpaid and oft-renewed bills of exchange.

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NOVEL PICTURE EXHIBITION. 


Beasts and Birds by American and For- 
eign Artists at the National 
Arts Club. 


On Thursday night there closes in the 
galleries of the National Arts Club one of 
the most unusual and yet generally inter- 
esting exhibitions the season, that of 
work by men who have studied animals in 
conditions of wild life. 

George Catlin, who went to “ the plains” 
during the fifties, lived with the prairie In- 
dians, and painted hundreds of pictures, 1s 
seen in a crude but very effective oil paint- 
ing as he crawls up to a herd of buffalo 
along with an Indian comrade. Both are 
covered with the skins of prairie wolves, 
of whom in daylight the bulls take very 
little notice. The Indian has his bow and 
arrows, but Catlin, whose features were 
somewhat Indian, with a clearer, sharper 
cast, is seen with album and pencil in hand 
under the’ wolfskin drawing the portraits 
of the shaggy monarchs of the plains. Au- 
dubon’s big lithographs of American ani- 
mals carry one back beyond Catlin. 

The modern artists who picture beasts 
and birds are in curious contrast with these 
earlier men. Take Rungius, for example. 
He gives you a really capital landscape and 
paints a wapiti or moose or antelope with 
the technique of a man who leaves nothing 
to chance. Indeed, on the walls are exam- 
ples of the care with which he has stud- 
ied the different parts of an antelope, so as 
to give him mastery of the creature when 
he comes to paint him in the proper en- 
vironment. Catlin, whose technique is 
wretched, hits the dramatic point at the 
lirst blow. To persons who know little 

the technical side of pictures, his 
but striking paintings are much the

His sharp-shinned hawk, horned 
owl, red-winged blackbird, Canada jay, and 
other familiar birds are painted with the 
most loving zeal. The head of a sitting 
rabbit, with his staring eve, is capitally 
hit off.

ARMOUR ESTATE, $15,000,000. 


Chicago Packer’s Son and Widow Are 
the Legatees—Will Contains No 
Bequests to Charity. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 28.—The will of the mill- 
jonaire pork packer and grain dealer P. 
D. Armour disposes of an estate valued at 
$15,000,000, according to statements made 
in an application for letters testamentary 
filed in the Probate Court here to-day by 
Malvina B. Armour, widow of deceased, 
and J. Ogden Armour, his son. Mrs, Ar- 
mour and J. Ogden Armour are made ex- 
ecutrix and executor and are named as 
legatees, each in charge of one-half of the 

estate. 

Of the testator’s wealth, $14,900,000 is in 
personal property and $100,000 in realty. 
P. D. Armour and Lester Armour, grand- 
children of the testator by his son P. D. 
Armour, Jr., upon attaining the age of 
twenty-five, shall each receive $1,000,000, 
half of this from Malvina B. Armour, their 
srandmother, and half from J. Ogden Ar- 
mour, their uncle, At thirty years each is 
to receive a similar amount from the 
grandmother and uncle. As a reason for 
not leaving his grandchildren more, the 
writer of the will explains that their father 
during his life had already received nearly 
all of his share in the estate. To this the 
chilgren and their mother are heirs. 

Mie executrix and the executor are given 
full power to manage the estate without 
bond, The instrument is dated Pasadena, 
Cal., Jan. 30, 1900, 

_Armour Institute, which Mr. Armour 
founded, is not mentioned in the will. L. C. 
KXrauthoff, an attorney long in the service 
of Mr. Armour, declared that Mr. Armour 
had made provision for the institute be- 
fore drawing his will at Pasadena. In ref- 
erence to the fact that the will leates 
nothing to charity, Mr. Krauthoff said: 
“Mr. Armour gave to charity during his 
life, rather than to hold back the good it 
would do till after his death. A day never 
passed during his business career that he 
did not give liberally to some charity, and 
the aggregate of his gifts of this character 
would amount well up into the millions,” 

The fact that the estate was much below 
the popular estimate is explained by the 
assertion that when his health began to 
fail, following the. Leiter wheat deal, Mr. 
Armour divided $30,000,000 between his 
sons, Philip D. and J, Ogden, thus relieving 
himself of considerable responsibility and 
saving the estate the payment of a large 
inheritance tax.

PLANS OF CITIZENS’ UNION 


Committee, in Executive Session, 
Discusses the Next Campaign. 


Convention Will Meet and Adopt a 
Platform in April—Has No Can- 
didate for Mayor. 


The City Committee of the Citizens’ Union

These are to organize a 
branch of the union in each district and in 
the coming contest the branches of the 
Citizens’ Union in Kings, Queens, and Rich- 
mond will be integral parts of the Citizens’ 
Union of New York. It is believed that 
Brooklyn will be pretty well organized be- 
fore the fourth Monday of next month, 
when the union will meet in the new quar- 
ters, on the corner of Sixteenth Street and 
Fourth Avenue. The organization has been 
perfected in Richmond and is well under 
way in Queens. 

At the February meeting arrangements 
will be made for a City Convention in 
April. Delegates will be elected from all 
the Assembly districts in Greater New 
York, the number of delegates being appor- 
tioned to the number of enrolled members. 
No ratio has yet been fixed. 

The convention will first adopt a plat- 
form. - of 1897 may be modified or 
amplified, But the managers of the Union 
feel that the declaration of principles 
should be made as soon as possible, bBe- 
cause many are disinclined to become mem- 
bers until they know just what the Union 
stands for. At the same time a Committee 
of Seventy will be appointed. Upon this body 
will devolve all the details and confer- 
ences with other anti-Tammany bodies with 
reference to the selection of candidates. 
This committee is expected to report at an 
adjourned convention to be held late in 
July or early in August. 

After the meeting Secretary Thomas A. 
Fulton said: “The Union has no candi- 
dates for Mayor or any other office. There 
has been no discussion of that proposition. 
Any statement that the Union, as a body, 
favors the nomination of Bird 8S. Coler for 
Mayor is erroneous.” 

‘‘Is there any sentiment for Mr. Coler 
among members of the Union?”’ Mr. Fulton 
was asked. 

“That,’’ he replied, ‘‘is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. No poll has been made. 
Still if members were asked to announce 
their choice some might favor Controller 
Coler,”’ 

The Citizens’ Union of the Eighth Assem- 
bly. District held a rousing meeting last 
night at 163 Eldridge Street and elected the 
following officers for the year 1901: Chair- 
man—Dr. Bernard Lazarus; First Vice 
President—George Van Dien: Second Vice 
President—Isaac Marks; Treasurer—Dr.

DUTCH PASSENGER SHIP SUNK. 


Sixteen of Those on Board the Steamer 


Holland Drowned. 
ROTTERDAM, Jqn. 28.—The steamer 
Holland, from London, was sunk while en- 
tering Nieuwewaterweg (at the entrance of 
the River Maas) this morning. The vessel 
parted amidships. 


The Captain and six men were saved, but 


sixteen members of the crew and passen- 
gers were drowned. 


The vessel referred to in the dispatch 
from Rotterdam is probably the Dutch 
steamer Holland, of 521 tons net register, 
owned by the Nederlandsche Stoomboot 
Maatschappij of Rotterdam. She was built 
in 1874 at Fyenoord. She was 223 feet 
long, had 28 feet 2 inches beam, and was 
14 feet 8 inches deep. 

The recent movements of the Holland are 
not given in any of the shipping books 
available. 


CATHOLIC CONVERTS’ LEAGUE. 


Constitution Adopted at a Meeting in 


the Catholie» Club. 

Archbishop Corrigan presided at a meet- 
ing of the newly-formed Catholic Converts’ 
League of America, which was held at the 
Catholic Club last evening. The principal 
business of the meeting was the adoption 
of a constitution, which sets forth that one 
of the objects of the league is to propagate 
the Catholic faith in America by personal 
example and social intercourse with non- 
Catholics. 

Dr. B. F. Da Costa, the President of the 
society, called the meeting to order. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan was the first speaker. He 
said that he approved of the work of the 
league, and believed that it would accom- 
plish much good. Other speakers were the 
Rev. Talbot Smith, the Rev. John Hughes, 
and the Rev. F. Deshon, a graduate of 
West Point, and a former officer of the 
United States Army, who said that he had 
been in the Catholic Church for fifty years 
and was the oldest convert in America.

Gunn, ex-rector of Epiphany Church, 
Brooklyn, and at one time Chaplain in the 
English Army; L. Stanton Floyd Jones, 
Stuart Coates, and Miss Elizabeth Miller. 


CRAZY SNAKE AT HENRIETTA. 


Lieut. Dixon Trying to Make Friends 
with the Prisoner. 
HENRIETTA, Indian Territory, Jay. 28.— 
Chitto Harjo, or Crazy Snake, leader of the 
warring Creeks, who is a United States 
prisoner here, remained sullen to-day and 
refused to confer with Lieut. Dixon. It is 
believed, however, that the wily chief will 
soon show a friendly spirit and that the 
result will be a prompt ending of the insur- 

rection. 

When the chief, mounted and surrounded 
by four deputies, appeared at the tent of 
Lieut. Dixon, he was greeted considerately. 
Fifty soldiers, grouped about a camp fire, 


sang ‘‘The Blue and the Gray,’ while 
Lieut. Dixon made friendly overtures to the 
risoner. The Indian sat, stoical and proud, 

n his saddle. 

“Tell him that the officer wishes 
shake his hand as a friend,” 
Dixon to the interpreter. 

Harjo grunted his response and slipped 
from his pony. In the meantime soldiers 
hurriedly prepared a tent for the chief, 
while others grouped themselves about him. 

A reporter pressed the interpreter to get 
him to talk, but Crazy Snake shook his 
head and would only say: ‘** Not to-night; 
maybe to-morrow.”’ 

The capture of Crazy Snake is believed 
here to be the most important move since 
the outbreak. He has been the agitator 
and the real leader of the dissatisfied In- 
dians, and now that he is safely in the 
hands of the Government it is believed his 
followers will soon be brought to terms. 


SOUTH McALESTER, Indian Territory, 
Jan. 28.—Daniel Bell, chief of the Choctaw 
Snakes, when interviewed to-day, stated 
that the Indians are not on the war path 
and will not molest white people or their 
property. Railroad property is safe. There 
is no danger of bridges being burned. 

The Indians’ organization, as perfected 
for mutual protection, will be kept up, but 
not as a menace ta the white people. Chief 
Bell claims to have authority from the 
President to be governed by the treaty of 
1830, and none other is recognized? The 
Choctaw Snakes want to hold lands in com- 
mon and are opposed to allotment. No 
further trouble is expected.

SIR JOHN W. MACLURE DEAD. 


rie Was a Leading Manchester*Business 


Man and Philanthropist. 
LONDON, Jan, 28.—Sir John W. Maclure, 
Bart., Member of Parliament, died this 
morning, in the sixty-sixth year of his age. 


Sir John William Maclure was born in 
Manchester on April 22, 1835, and was 2 
leader of municipal reform in that city, as 
well as one of its best-known business 
men. He founded, with the late Canon 
Richson, the Manchester and Salford Sani- 
tary Association, and labored in various 
other directions to improve the homes and 
sanitation of large and overcrowded towns. 
He was the founder of the well-known Cot- 
ton Famine Fund, and was its honorary 
Secretary from 1862 to 1866. With Lord 
Derby, who was Premier at that time, he 
distributed more than £1,500,000 among the 
unfortunate cotton operatives of the North 
of England. 

It was to Sir John that Manchester 
chiefly owed the magnificent cathedral 
that the city now owns. As Churchwarden 


of Manchester he raised nearly £50,000 to- 
ward the restoration of the ancient parish 
*hurch—a fine specimen of Gothic archi- 
tecture—and later it became the cathedral 


of the Diocese of Manchester. 

In 1898 a Baronetcy was conferred on Sir 
John. For twelve years previous to then 
he had been a member of Parliament, sit- 
ting as Conservative member for the Stret- 
ford Division oi Lancashire. He was again 
returned for .he same division at the elec- 
tion last November. Sir John was a lead- 
ing Freemason. b 

The heir to’ the Baronetcy is Sir John’s 
eldest son, Capt. J. E. 8. Maclure, who 
married, in 1898, Miss Ruth McHardy.

CHARLES H. Ferauson, a well-known in- 
surance man, and once President of the 
Association of Underwriters, is 
dead at Louisville. Mr. Ferguson has been 
in failing health for a year. He was born 
in Oswego, N. Y., Aug. 13, 1846. 

Dr. HenRY J. HERRICK, a widely known 
physician and surgeon of Cleveland, Ohio, 
died there yesterday. He was for many 
years professor of the medical department 
of the Western Reserve University. He 
was a member of the Loyal Legion and 
served as Surgeon General of the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard Turing Gov. Foraker’s admin- 
istration. 

Dr. FreDERICK S. NELSON of Newmar- 
ket, N. J., died Sunday night from pul- 
monary trouble. Dr. Nelson was born at 
Newmarket thirty-seven years ago, and 
was a brother of Dr. W. J. Nelson of that 
place. He was graduated from Rutgers 
College in 1882, and subsequently took a 
course at the University of the South at 
Sewanee, Tenn. 

JEROME STIVERS died yesterday at New 
Rochelle at the age of fifty-three. fis 
death was due to consumption. 
was a son of Rufus M. Stivers, the inventor 
of the Stivers road wagon, 
in a trolley accident in Manhattan about 
a year ago. Since the elder Stivers’s death 
his sons, George, Frank, and Jerome, con- 
ducted the business. Mr. Stivers was twice 
married and is survived by his second wife. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow, and 
the interment will be in Woodlawn. 

JouHN G. Hitu died on Sunday morning 
at his home, 230 Quincy Street, Brooklyn, 
where he had lived since 1853.

HARNESS MATCH RACE IS OFF. 


Owners Failed to Agree on Terms for 
Alice Barnes-The Monk Contest. 


The match rac proposed between the 
two famous Speedway trotters, Frederick 
Gerken's The Monk, 2:08!, and E. E 
Smathers’s Alice Barnes, 2:1114, after hav- 
ing been talked of for nearly two weeks, 
finally fell through last night, after

Smathers answered that he was willing to 
make the race. but insisted on more posi- 
tive terms, his proposition being for each 
owner to post 82,500, play or pay, for a 
race on a fixed date, the stakes to be in- 
creased on the day of the race to $5,000 a 
sic To this Mr. Gerken would not agree, 
as he said his horse, The Monk, was more 
or less a cripple, and he could not be sure 
that he would be fit to race on any desig- 
nated day Mr. Smathers, on the other 
hand, he said, had a sound horse, and 
could be reasonabiy certain of racing at 


any time, which would give him an unfair 
advantage in a play or pay match, ar- 
ranged on the terms proposed. Mr. Gerken 
held to his original proposition, though he 
agreed to increase the stakes to $10,000 a 
side if Mr. Smathers wished it, and stated 
further that when the time came for the 
race, he would submit his horse to a vet- 
erinary surgeon's examination, and if the 
horse was found fit to race, he would race 
or forfeit the money already posted. The 
discussion lasted long, but as neither owner 
would recede from the position he had 
taken, the match was declared off, and 
Mr. Putney returned to Mr. Gerken the 
$1,000 that had been deposited with him. 
"he meeting effectually disposed of the 
chance for a contest between the horses, 
which horsemen had eagerly looked for- 
ward to.

Ohio’s Chief Executive Declares Against 
Jeffries-Ruhlin Contest.

Nash and 
Attorney General Sheets at the State Cap- 
itol to-day returned here to-night, but too 
late to file the petition for an injunction. 
The suit in the name of the State will be 
brought in one of the local courts to-mor- 
row, but the attorneys and others who are 
opposing the Jeffries-Ruhlin contest here 
Feb. 15 will not indicate in what court they 
will ask for the restraining order. One of 
the local Judges recently instructed the 
Grand Jury to bring indictments against 
the members of the Saengerfest Athletic 
Association, and the promoters of the fight 
feel to-night that much depends upon the 
Judge before whom the petition for an in- 
junction shall be heard.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The movement of prices on the stock 
market yesterday developed considerable 
irregularity. In the early trading fol- 
lowing the advance in St. Paul stock and 
the persistent reports that the deal with 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
was near to completion, quotations ad- 
vanced quite generally throughout the 
list and the undertone gave evidence of 
substantial strength. On the advance, 
however, considerable realizing appeared, 
causing recessions, in some cases rather 
material, from the high figures. Coinci- 
dent with the decline came a number of 
disquieting reports, emanating from 
bear sources—one declaring that the out- 
come of the meeting of the Steel and 
Wire Directors would prove a distinct 
disappointment to the Street. But a short 
time later the reports became more en- 
cotraging. With the more hopeful view 
came a change in prices for the better, 
only again to incline lower when another 
batch of doleful rumors. appeared. In 
the last fifteen minutes of trading, how- 
ever, a general rally set in, and rather 
definite suggestions were then heard 
that within the next twenty-four hours 
developments of a favorable nature 
would appear. It was said that an offi- 
cial statement announcing the comple- 
tion of the St. Paul deal is likely to be 
made.

BANK TAX LEGISLATION 


Clearing House Committee Dis- 
cusses Pending Bills. 








Appoints Delegates to Go to Albany to 
Oppose Them —J. Edward Sim- 
mons’s Argument. 





At a meeting of the Clearing House Com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon, the various 
phases of bank and trust company legis- 
lation now before the Legislature in Al- 
bany were discussed, and as a result a 
committee, consisting of Messrs, Tappen, 
Baker, and Simmons, with Manager Sherer 
as Secretary, was appointed to go to the 
capital, if necessary, and to take such 
other means as it considered necessary to 
oppose the bills taxing banks. The feature 
of the discussion was the address of J. 
Edward Simmons, President of the Fourth 
National Bank, as to the precise burden 
imposed by the proposed new system. Mr. 
Simmons said: 
‘The bills just introduced into the Legis- 
lature impose a State tax of 1 per cent. 
| annually on the capital stock, surplus, and 
| undivided profits of New York trust com- 
| pantes, and a tax upon the holders of 
} shares of stock of State and National banks 
| doing business in this State, at a valua- 
tion of the total shares equal to the cap- 
ital, surplus, and undivided profits of the 
bank without any deduction whatever. This

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tax is payable to the State Controller for 
the benefit of the State. The Bank Tax 
act at least exempts the shares so taxed 
from any other tax for State purposes such 


as is usually included in the city and county 
annual tax in New York City. In 1900 the 
rate of general taxation in New York City 
was 2.245, of which about .23 was for State 
purposes and the balance for city and 
county purposes, 

“These bills, if enacted into law, will 
impose very severe additional taxation upon 
banks, and will still leave the banks at a 
great disaglvantage as compared with trust 
companies. At present, National banks not 
being subject to State taxation, but Con- 
gress having permitted the shares of Na- 
hhonal banks to be taxed by the State at a 
| rate not greater than is assessed upon 
| other rnoneyed capital in the hands of citi- 
zens of the State, New York for many 
years has taxed the shares of State and 
National banks at a valuation arrived at 
from an estimate of the total assets of the 
| banks, (whether taxable or non-taxable,) 
| less the asessed valuation of the banks’ 
| real estate, if any. It will be seen that 
| this system allows of no deduction by rea- 
| son of non-taxable assets held by banks. 
| ‘ As to trust companies the case is widely 

different, since the assets of a trust com- 

pany are taxed directly, and its shares in 

the hands of their holders are exempt from 

taxation. Under this system all non-taxa- 

ble assets (United States bonds, corporation 
stocks, &c.,) of a trust company are omit- 
ted in assessing the tax to be paid by the 
company. There is also a deduction made 
of 10 per cent. of the surplus of the com- 
pany. The result is that trust com- 
panies on an average pay a local tax for 
county and State purposes of about one- 
third of 1 per cent. upon their capital, sur- 
plus, and undivided profits. On the other 
hand, banks pay on an average of about 
1% per cent. of their capital, cares. and 
undivided protits by way of such county 
and. State taxes. In New York City 
bank rate is even higher. 

“If the new State tax proposed by these 
bills is enacted, trust companies will be 
taxed about 1.33 per cent. upon their capi- 
tal, surplus and undivided profits; while 
banks, State and National, will be taxed 
certainly 2.75 per cent., and even more, in 
New York City.

“For the year 1901, the valuation of. the 
bank's shares, less real estate, has been 
fixed at $142 per share; and its real estate 
tax Is also to be increased, It is apparent, 
therefore, that the taxes of this bank for 
1901 under the present laws will amount to 


at least $100,000. ‘The proposed tax of 1 
per cent. on its capital, surplus, and un- 
divided profits would amount to about $55,- 
000; making a total of $155,000. 

“A trust company with same assets 
would pay only about $73,000. It is sub- 
mitted that banks should not be taxed at 
higher rates than trust companies. espe- 
cially in the City of New York. They do 
a similar business, and the combined trust 
companies have about the same amount of 
funds to loan as the combined banks in 
the city. and the earnings of trust com- 
panies are at least equal to those of the 
banks. 

‘Moreover, much of the banking bust- 
ness ts dcne by individuals and firms with 
large capital, and the banks are handi- 
capped in their competition for business by 
the fact that these private bankers are 
not taxed fully on their capital and means 
as are the banks. Moreover. it is submit- 
ted that in any revisiog,of the taxing law 
of this State the princiite should be adop- 
ted which has long beeWobserved in Penn- 


sylvania and other States, namely, that 
whatever is subject to State taxation 
should be exempted from local taxation, 


and that whatever is subject to local tax- 
ation should be exempted from State taxa- 
tion.” 


TAXATION OF BANKS AND TRUST 
COMPANIES. 


The editorial in THE NEW YORK TIMES 
of Jan. 28 states strongly some of the in- 
justices to financial institutions which 
would be caused by the enactment into law 
of the bills for the taxation for State pur- 
poses of all banks and trust companies 
doing business in the State, in the amount 
of 1 per cent. upon their capital, surplus, 
and profits without any deduction what- 
ever. 

I desire to point out another strong ob- 
jection to these bills, arising from the fact 
that they continue and emphasize the ex- 
isting heavy burden of taxation placed by 
this State upon banks, State and National, 
as contrasted with that placed upon trust 
companies. 

It is true, as suggested by THE TIMBs, 
that these bills do not relieve either banks 
or trust companies from local taxation, 
although banks (and probably trust com- 
panies) are relieved from so much of the 
annual tax collected by the city and county 


authorities as is imposed ‘for State pur- 
poses.’’ In 1900 this was about .23 of 1 per 
cent., and a deduction of this would have 
left the local tax at a little over 2 per cent. 
In 1901 the rate will probably be higher. 

But this local tax does not bear with 
equal weight on trust companies and on 
banks. Trust companies are assessed di- 
rectly on their assets, a mode which allows 
them to deduct all non-taxable securities 
held by them. Banks, State and National, 
however, are not taxed directly, but their 
shares are taxed in the hands of the share- 
holders—the tax, however, being paid by 
the banks by deduction from dividends. 
Under this system it is impossible for either 
the bank or its shareholders to obtain any 
deduction for the non-taxable securities 
held by the bank. The only deduction al- 
lowed is the assessed value of real estate 
held, that being taxed directly. 

The result is that the average tax borne 
by the trust ae as measured by 
their capital, surplus, and undivided prof- 
its, is about one-third of 1 per cent., while 
the average tax borne by the banks, meas- 
ured by their capital, surplus, and undivid- 
ed profits, is about 1% per cent. 

Now, adding the proposed additional tax 
of 1 per cent. for State purposes, banks 
will pay at léast 2% per cent., as against 
11-3 per cent. paid by trust companies— 
both taxes measured by capital, surplus, 
and undivided profits. 

This is surely not justified by the com- 
parative opportunities of the two classes 
of institutions to make profits for their 
shareholders. Banks are required to keep 
a cash reserve equal to one-quarter of their 
liabilities, (15 per cent. as to State banks,) 
are not permitted to operate in securities, 
and are subject to strict official supervi- 
sion. Trust companies are not compelled 
.to keep any cash reserve, and as a rule 
keep only small reserves. They invest in 
stocks, bonds, or commercial paper. They 
join syndicates and profit from reorganiza- 
tion schemes. They also have large income 
from théir strictly trust business, as trust- 
ees, executors, guardians, committees of 
incompetents, and as trustees under cor- 
poration mortgages. 

As THE TiMEs shows, such a scheme of 





taxation on banks will drive capital from 
the business of organized banking in New 
York City, and that at a time when its 
promise of growth as a financial centre 
and its need of banks with large capital 
is greater than ever before. , 
Moreover, the proposed enactments are 
of doubtful validity, since they attempt to 
impose a tax upon all shares of National 
banks in the hands of their holders, with- 
out allowing for the same deduction on ac- 
count of the debts of the shareholder as 
is allowed in the case of other rsonal 
property assessed for taxation. The deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme Court 
in People vs. Weaver, 100 U. S., 539, would 
seem to be final as to this. NASSAU.

“THE RATE SITUATION.

McDONNELL HIS OWN COUNSEL. 


Courtney, Whom He Shot, Appears 
Against Him—Prima Facie Case of 
Felonious Assault Established. 


Magistrate Zeller, in the Harlem Police 
Court, yesterday decided that the prosecu- 
tion had made out a prima facie 
felonious assault against Miles McDonnell, 
the gambler who shot four men in an 
fray in the Onawa Café, in East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street, four weeks 
ago, killing George Price and wounding 
Edward Courtney in the spine, parlyzing 
him in the lower limbs. McDonnell is 
on $5,009 bail, set by the Coroner for 
killing of Price, and on $2,000 for the 
ing of Courtney. Yesterday’s examination 
bore entirely upon the assault charge based 
on the shooting of Courtney. 

Considerable public interest centred in the 
hearing from the fact that Courtney was 
to appear in court for the first time, and 
furthermore McDonnell! was to conduct his 
own case. Courtney was brought in 
riage and carried into the courthouse 
friends and attendants and placed 
chair on a pillow.

Inspector Cross Tells How He Tried 
Reform Methods—Policemen 
Who Saw Nothing. 

The fifth week of the trial of Police Cap- 
tain Herlihy was openéd yesterday, with a 
after 11 o'clock 
to 4 in the afternoon. Inspector Cross was 
the most important witness called. He de- 
scribed the drafting of 120 policemen from 
other precincts to the “ red light” district, 
in batches of forty, for the special purpose 
of locating the disorderly houses that had 
been compliined of and closing them. One 
i20 policemen, who were sarcas- 
tically described by Prosecutor Olcott 
the “innocents,” took the stand and adad- 
mitted that he had not arrested a single 
woman for disorderly conduct. When 
trial opened President York was the 
one of the Police Commissioners present. A 
little later Commissioner Sexton came in, 
and Commissioner Hess put in an appear- 
ance early in the afternoon. 

Patrolman George B. Grimshaw was the 
first witness of the day. He told how Mag- 
istrates had discharged women he had ar- 
rested because the evidence against them 
Was not suffic ient, and how Capt. Herlihy 
had urged him to continue fearlessly in 
the performance of his duty.’ 

Inspector Cross, who took the stand next, 
said that he had frequently given Capt. 
Herlihy instructions as to the performance 
of his duties, and then told of the requisi- 
“ion made upon other precinets for men. 
Hie said that early in 1900, owing to re- 
peated complaints as to the condition of 
Capt. Herlihy's precinct, he had held a con- 
sultation with Chief Devery, Deputy Chief 
Cortwright, and Capt. Herlihy, and had de- 
o— upon measures for reforming the dis- 
trict 

* Capt. Herlihy reported to me frequently,’ 
he said, ‘ both verbally and in en, 
and, so far as I know, performed his duties 
to the best of his ability. We instructed 
carefully all the men detailed to his pre- 
cinet. If you will permit me, I will read a 
memorandum of what was said to the men 
in the presence of Capt. Herlihy.” 

Inspector Cross then read the instruc- 
tions, urging the policemen to be thoroughly 
in carnest in the performance of their du- 
ties. 

I personally visited two houses that Mr. 
Paddock had mentioned to me, and I found 
that one of them was vacant, while the 
other had only one tenant,’ he said. ‘ The 
men assigned to duty in front of 638 Stanton 
Street, a locality of which Mr. Paddock 
complained, were told to be especially vig- 
ilant.

Anna M. Jackson Refutes a Statement 
Regarding Their Employment. 

following statement was made yes- 
terday by Anna M. Jackson, Chairman of 
the Woman's Prison Reform Committee, 
New York Monthly Meeting of Friends, rel- 
ative to police matrons in connection with 
the revised charter: 


A printed statement that the changes concern- 
ing police matrons, made in the Revised Char- 
ter, will result in greatly diminishing the num- 
ber employed in this city, is being circulated 
among voters in support of a petition to the 
Legislature against the adoption of that part of 
the revision. 

The statement is incorrect. The Revised Char- 
ter does not limit the appointment of matrons. 
It would make no change in the existing num- 
ber, and as the revision seems to embody much 
that experience has taught New Yorkers will be 
of benefit, we believe it will be for teh public 
good to have the Charter adopted as it stands 
and needed amendments presented after the 
adoption. 

All women interested in the work of the police 
matrons rejoiced when the law of 1899 made 
them members of the uniformed force and par- 
takers of the benefits*of the Pension Fund, and 
it is much to regretted that the Charter Re- 
vision should change these two provisions of 
law, but we ask that the signing ari presenta- 
tion of the petition referred to be delayed until 
after the adoption of the Charter, when we 
shall be ready to join in its request.

Adopted Daughter Refuses on Witness 
Stand to Refer to Her Benefactor as 
She—Dr. Gallagher Testifies. 


“Murray H. Hall came to his death from 
natural causes. He was a lady.” 

The foregoing is a verdict rendered by a 
jury in Coroner Zucea’s court yesterday. 
It was rendered only after testimony had 
been heard bearing upon the strange career 
of the woman, Murray Hamilton Hall, who 
for nearly thirty years posed as a man and 
associated with Tammany politicians with- 
out the secret of her sex becoming known. 

Coroner Zucca began the inquest by con- 
fessing that the case was not one which 
should ordinarily come before him. He 
referred to the fact, however, that an es- 
tate was involved, and its legal disposition 
necessitated an ‘authoritative establish- 
ment of the sex of Murray Hall. 

It took the jury just seven minutes to 
settle the question of Murray 
for all time. 

imelda Hail, the adepted daughter of the 
mysterious woman who hoodwinked every- 
body so long, was a witness. She proved 
to be a slender brunette who evidenced 
considerable spirit. She showed that she 
had a mind of her own. Miss Hall answered 
the preliminary questions in a clear, mat- 
ter-of-fact way.

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AN MAN FINED FOR SPITTING.

in the case. The testimony was concluded 
on that day, shortly before 4 o'clock, and 
the case was adjourned for the summing 
up and the charge to the jury, until Mon- 
day. Mouldin was not present on Monday 
until after the argument by the counsel 
for his corporation was closed, and he left 
before the charge. The Appellate Division, 
on Mouidin’s appeal, has affirmed an order 
denying his application to set aside service 
of Summons upon him at that time. Justice 
Rumsey, giving the opinion of the court, 
held that, as Mouldin came solely as a wit- 
ness and did not have the management of 
the suit, there was no occasion for him to 
remain after the testimony was closed, and 
he lost his privilege by thus remaining. The 
Court holds that a non-resident who comes 
voluntarily into this State as a Witness in 
an action in our courts is entitled to the 
privilege of not having a summons served 
upon him while he is in attendance at the 
trial, and for a reasonable time thereafter, 
to enable him to go home.

DECREE UNPROVED.—After Gilmore Clarke 
and others, as executors, had paid some- 
thing over $17,000 to legatees under the 
will of David Clarke, and had left in their 
hands less than $7,000 for distribution, Al- 
bert W. Seaman, on July 7, 1898, filed a 
ciatm, as trustee of Eliza Engle, for $17,- 
872.17, with interest from June 20, 1880, 


claimed to arise out of six judgments of 
deficiency which had been docketed 
against Clarke in his lifetime. On a sup- 
plemental citation then issued, the Surro- 
gate, without any evidence being offered to 
establish the judgments, made a decree, in 
November, 1899, disallowing the payments 
to the legatees and directing payment’ to 
Seaman of $23,499.90, the amount of the 
judgments being established by the decree 
at $38,782.60. The Appellate Division, by 
Justice Rumsey, has ordered a rev ersal of 
the decree, holding that the Surrogate 
erred in establishing the judgments in 
favor of Seaman without any proof having 
been made by him of the existence of these 
judgments. When the claim was rejected, 
as appeared in this case, there was then 
put upon the claimant the duty of estab- 
lishing in the ordinary way the existence 
6f the claim and the amount due upon it, 
and until that was done it was error for 
the Surrogate to find that It existed. 


Srcurity FoR Costs Not REQUIRED.- 
Terence 8S. Reilly, who was appointed 
trustee in bankruptcy in the case of Rosen- 
berg & Krause, brought a suit against 
them and three other persons to have de- 
clared void various assignments and trans- 


fers of goods and various instruments for 
the payment of money, which were made 
before the adjudication in bankruptcy and 
alleged to be fraudulent and made as the 
result of a conspiracy to defraud the ered- 
itors of the bankrupts. An ex-parte order 
was obtained by the defendant, Jacob 
Krause, one of the bankrupts. and Louis 
Friedenberg, one of the alleged transfer- 
rees, requiring the plaintiffs to give secur- 
ity for costs, and staying the proceedings 
until that order was complied with, except 
to review or vacate it. Vhe order or ap- 
lication wus vacated. and that decision 
as now been upheld by the Appellate 
Division, Justice Patterson giving the opin- 
ion.

| FIREMAN KILLED IN CELLAR 


Another, Rescued by Chief Binns, 
in a Precarious Condition. 


Several Have a Narrow Escape from 
Suffocation by Smoke and Gas in 
West Side Tenement. 


During a fire which started yesterday 
morning in the cellar of the five-story 
tenement house at 424 West Forty-seventh 
Street, between Ninth and Tenth Avenues, 
one fireman, Frank Featherston, of En- 
gine Company 54, lost his life, and several 
of his companions barely escaped death by 
suffocation. 

Engine Company 54 was the first to ar- 
rive on the scene, and the men at once at- 
tacked the blaze, which was sending suf- 
focating clouds of smoke through the rooms 
and hallways. Capt. Burns, Featherston, 
Frank Mauser, Thomas W. Smith, and 
Clarence E. McNeilie dragged a hose 
through the front hall and down into the 
cellar, where the smoke was thickest. 

Work had been going on for about fifteen 
minutes, when the cry went up that a man 
had fallen, Chief Binns, who was directing 
the operations, ran back into the hallway, 
where he was met by Capt. Burns, Mauser, 
and MecNeilie staggering up from the cellar. 
They were speechless from smoke and ex- 
haustion, and groped their way with diffi- 
culty into the street, while Chief Binns 
felt his way down the steps through an.ab- 
solutely opaque wall smoke.- Besides 
this, the place was filled with illuminating 
gas, which was escaping from a pipe, the 
lead connection of which had been melted 
by the heat. 

Half way down the stairs Binns stepped 
upon the prostrate body of Smith, who had 


fallen overcome at his post of duty. Binns, 
already sickening from the smoke and gas, 
yicked Smith up, and with difficulty foul 
iis way out to the fresh air with him, 
where ne fell from sheer weakness. A mo- 
ment later the Chief was on his teet again, 
however, and, thinking that all the firemen 
were out of the building, ordered the men 
of Engine Company 2 and Hook and Ladder 
Company 21 to take a hose through the 
hall and into the cellar, 

When the firemen got into the 
stumbled upon Featherston lying on his 
face dead from suffocation. One of the 
men staggered to the street with the body, 
while the others remained below and con- 
quered the flames. Mauser, McNellie, and 
Capt. Burns had recovered after coming 
into the fresh air, and once more they 
dived into the celiar and staid until the fire 
was out. Smith was so exhausted on com- 
ing out of the cellar that he was taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital, where he is now said 
to be in a very precarious condition. The 
body of the dead fireman was taken to the 
engine house. Featherston lived at 542 
West Fifty-first Street with his wife and 
three children. He had been in the depart- 
ment thirteen years, and his name is on the 
roll of merit. 

Chief Binns laid the accident to the cheap 
method of putting in lead gas pipes in 
houses of this sort, and said that he thought 
a law should be passed requiring a dif- 
ferent sort of Work. ‘' We have lost a good 
fireman in Featherston,’ he said. ‘He 
Was worth more than all the lead pipe in 
New York. -

“Don't jump! don’t jump!” he 
Rosenheimer. 

The latter hesitated 4 moment, and then 
tried to board the rear platform of the 
car next to the lagt. While swinging him- 
self aboard he came in contact with the 
railing of the stairway he had ascended, 
and was thrown under the wheels, 

The body was taken to the police.station 
on East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street, where it was afterward idehtitied 
by Julius T. Rosenheimer, the father of the 
dead man.
